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PARIS, May 16.—While the change of 
complexion of the French Chamber “will 
bring small immediate change of French 
foreign policy, since the demarid for 
payment of reparations by Germany 
will continue the keynote, nevertheless 
it is true the defeat of the National 
bloc and accession to power of the 
French Left for five years cannot but 
have a profound effect on the politics 
of the Continent. 

Considered in its larger sense, what 

was the foreign policy of the French 
Nationalists? It was a-reflection of the 
age-old struggle between France and 
England for domination of Europe. 
Since the war French statesmen worked 
consistently on one program, namely, to 
build up in Europe, by a system of alli- 
ances, a strength with which no other 
grouping could compete. This program 
was to group around France, Belgium, 
Poland, Yugoslavia, Rumania and 
Czechoslovakia, which it was calculated 
would mean a combination which could 
not be rivaled by any other combina- 
tion built about Germany and to which 
England might lend her tutelage and 
aid. ? . 
Poincaré and Millerand did not have 
time to complete their work. France has 
her hold on Belgium, Poland and Czecho- 
slovakia. Negotiations with Rumania 
and Yugoslavia were under way when 
the elections of (May 11 clipped the Na- 
tionalists’ wings. 


League te Replace Alliances. 


The question now arises will the con- 
trolling Left continue the work of com- 
pleting this system with loans and mili- 
tary guidance. The answer in all prob- 
ability will be in the negative. The new 
leaders will turn to the League of Na- 
tions in their policy in the international 
relations and while the Left victory will 
add enormously to the League’s strength 
it will, in seeking French security at 
Geneva, not tend to the completion of 
the French Nationalists’ system of alli- 
ances. 

If the foreign policy of the Left re- 
mained of this negative character, it 
would be easy to conclude the English 
Foreign Office would be a great winner 
by the change. It is no answer to say 
Socialists are in power in England, for 
in the first place they have not a ma- 
jority of the Commons as the French 
Socialists have of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, and in the second place the mar- 
velous machine, largely scornful of in- 
terior political changes, ever persistent 
and capable, which is the British For- 
eign Office, is not amenable to Parlia- 
mentary fluxes in the same measure as 
the Quai d’Orsay. 

On: its face, it could be logically con- 
tended that defeat of the French Na- 
tionalists opens the way to England 


once more to control the Continent by re- 
establishment of the balance of power. 
But that would be based on the supposi- 
tion that the Left leaders will nave no 
uctive Continental policy outside of back- 
ing the League of Nations. Will that be 
true? 

One of the first acts of the new Cham- 
ber, it is predicted, will be to pardon 
former Premier Caillaux, convicted four 
years ago of treason and banished from 
the capital. His brain was back of the 
battle the Left waged against the Na- 
tional bloc and once pardoned and back 
in Paris he probably will sit in the Sen- 
ate where he was convicted. Caillaux 
will be a large influence in the French 
capital. The basis of Caillaux’s Con- 
tinental policy was always a rapproche- 
ment between France and Germany to 
end British influence on the Continent. 
While there can be no real fraternity 
between Germany and France for many 
years to come, the new French Govern- 
ment will be in a position to offer Ger- 
many marked advantages to keep Berlin 
separated from London. On the domi- 
nating reparations issue, the Caillaux 
policy would have a wonderful oppor- 
tunity, and together with that of French 
support of Germany’s admission to the 
League of Nations with membership in 
the council would perhaps tefid to alter 
German sentiments. 

This of course+is looking far ahead. 
In the first place, if Germany gets into

will not get along well with the French

Leadership Still in Doubt. 


The French political situation re- 
mains very confused. While the Rad- 
ical Socialists demand power and will 
probably receive a try, even the Oeuvre 
admits today if the Unified Socialists 
refuse to come into the Cabinet the sit- 
vation will be imnvossible. Even with 
them, Herriot will be on thin ice. If 
the Unified Socialfsts help him to form 
e Government they will demand a 


pledge that the Government work 
toward such reforms as a capital levy 
and nationalization of industry, any at- 
tempt at which would bring the same 
result as if MacDonald tried to carry 
out his capital levy COMmnR TES Ph0ew.

PRESS CRUISERS BILL 
TO AID DISARMAMENT 


Officials Want Greater Paper 


Strength for Trading in 
Naval Conference. 


EXPECT ONE IN THREE YEARS 


Then América’s Offer to Cancel 


$120,800,000 Would Have 
Weight With Other Powers.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—In the ex- 
pectation that the United States, within 
three years, will invite the naval powers 
to participate in another conference 
looking to reduction of armaments in 
the item of auxillary vessels, the House 
Naval Committee is trying to get action 
at this time on the pending bill author- 
izing the construction of eight scout 

ruisers, each to cost, exclusive of ar- 
mament, $11,100,000. 

Naval officials insist that under pres- 
ent conditions the United States would 
be in no position to make a proposal to 
Great Britain and Japan for a reduc- 
tion in the number of cruisers because 
it has little to offer in the way of con- 
cessions. They point out that a com- 
parison as of April 1, 1924, shows that 
Great Britain has fifty-five modern 
cruisers, Japan twenty-eight and tho 
United States only ten.~ 

They have suggested that, if this Gov- 
ernment could enter an _ international 
conference prepared to demonstrate that 
it had authority to build eight additional 
cruisers, 
request for a reduction in the number 
and tonnage of cruisers to be allotted 
to the respective powers. With this 
idea in mind Representative Butler, the 
Chairman, and his associates on the 
Naval Committee are determined, if 
possible, to make the cruisers bill a law 
before adjournment. 

In addition to authorizing eight mod- 
ern scout cruisers, the bill provides an 
appropriation of $18,363,000 to overhaul 
and modernize the battleships New 
York, Texas, Florida, Utah. Wyoming 
and Arkansas. It also carried an ap- 
propriation of $4,300,000 for six river 
gunboats, each to cost $700,000, for ser- 
vice in Chinese waters. It involves a 
total expenditure of $111,463,000, to 
which must be added approximately 
$4,000,000 for the armament of each 
cruiser. 

For more than a month now the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs. has been en- 
gaged in an effort to persuade the lead- 
ers to give the Naval Building bill the 
right of way in the House. 

A resolution was offered by Chairman 
Butler today providing for consideration 
of the measure under a special rule. It 
was referred to the Committee on Rules. 
There is a fair prospect that the com- 
mittee may report a rule as proposed, 
although some of the leaders declare 
that it is too late in the session to give 
consideration to a bill involving so large 
an expenditure. 

It may be stated on authority that 
the Administration favors the bill, par- 
ticularly the provision authorizing addi- 
tional cruisers. Curtis D. Wilbur, the 
new Secretary of the Navy, has person- 
ally indorsed it, expressing the hope 
that it would become a law at the earl- 
jest practicable date.

HYLAN ACTS 10 KEBP 
RABINER IN A CELL; 
NEW WARRANTWAITS 


Woman Victim Swears to Lar- 
ceny Complaint at the 
Mayor’s Direction. 


DELAY LAID TO THE COURT 


Warden Says Lack of a Paper 
Kept Broker From the 
Penitentiary. 


PROBATION OFFICER ACTIVE 


Mrs. Meyer of General Sessions 
Sought Parole After Her Con- 
cern With Case Ended. 


Mayor Hylan, who has taken charge 

of the investigation into how Jules C. 
Rabiner, convicted broker, got out of the 
penitentiary in ninety days, took steps 
yesterday to make sure that Rabiner 
stays in jail now. 
' The, Mayor caused Commissioner of 
Accounts Hirshfield to take Mrs, Hattie 
8. Jacobs of 600 West 157th Street be- 
fore Chief Magistrate William McAdoo 
to swear out a warrant charging Rabi- 
ner with grand larceny. Magistrate Mc- 
Adoo issued the warrant and sent it to 
the Tombs, where Rabiner has been 
locked up since. Wednesday night under 
a revocation of his parole. 

If Rabiner’s release from the Tombs is 
ordered under a writ of habeas corpus 
on Monday, on the grouhd thta the re- 
voking of his parole was illegal, he will 
be arrested at once and kept in custody 
on the grand larceny warrant. 


Will Keep Him in Jail. 

“Every legal method will be used to 
keep Rabiner in jail,’’ said the Mayor. 

Commissioner Hirshfield said that he 
asked for the warrant because District 
Attorney Banton had announced that he 
would not present any of the additional 
complaints against Rabiner to the Grand 
Jury until the week of May 26. 

“I believe that the public demands 
speedy action,’’ he went on, ‘‘and does 
not want us to wait until the District 
Attorney is ready to proceed.”’ 

Besides Mrs. Jacobs, Mrs. Dory Muel- 
ler of Woodside, L. I., was taken before 
Chief Magistrate McAdoo. Both women 
were victims of Rabiner and have testi- 
fied at the Hirshfield investigation. Mrs. 
Jacobs lost about $40,000 and Mrs. Muel- 
ler about $3,000, including two bracelets 
valued at $2,000, with which she opened 
her trading account. 


One Case Fails. \ 


The warrant based on Mrs. Jacobs’s 
complaint charged that Rabiner convert- 
ed to his own use the proceeds of 192 
Shares of Texas Company common 
stock, valued at $10,000, which she de- 
posited with him on Oct, 20, 1920, as col- 
lateral for a loan of $5,800. Mrs. Jacobs 
Says that Rabiner sold the stock within 
@& month, and that she has proof of 
this in photostatic copies of the stock 
certificates. Despite repeated demands 
for the stock, coupled with offers to re- 
pay the $5,800 loan, she says she has 
been unable to get the stock, back or to 
collect the $4,200 difference between the 
loan and the collateral. 

Mrs. Mueller’s case was not strong 
enough for the issuance of a warrant, 
as she had accepted $100 in cash and 
notes for $2,500 in settlement of her 
claim. She has been unable to collect 
on the notes, but her only recourse is a 
civil action. 

In case Rabiner’s writ of habeas cor- 
pus fails and he is ordered back to the 
penitentiary on Monday, the grand lar- 
ceny warraht will be sent to the peni- 
tentiary with him. At the end of his 
term, which may be the three-year max- 
imum, he will face arrest on this war- 
rant and possibly on several indictments 
which the District Attorney will try to 
obtain. 


District Attorney Banton called on 
Mayor Hylan yesterday and suggested, 
to prevent the recurrence of such scan- 
dals as the Rabiner parole, a voluntary 
agreement between the Municipal Parole 
Commission and the prosecutors of the 
five counties in New York City, so that 
the Parole Commission may get full in- 
formation about the record of every 
criminal who comes up for parole. 


Banton Offers Help. 


“The law requires us to supply such 
information to the State Parole Board, 
but not to the Municipal Parole Commis- 
sion,” said Mr. Banton. ‘“Urider the 
present system our data, suggestion or 


help {s not sought by the commission, 
but if the Mayor and the Parole Com- 
mission wish we will be glad to give the 
commission any information they need. 
We have a special department that sup- 
plies such information to the Parole 
Board and it could do the same for the 
commission,”’ 

Bertram de N. Cruger, who says that 
the the Parole Commission did not know 
anything-about Rabiner except the com- 
paratively minor charge on which he 
was sentenced, was the object of criti- 
cism yesterday by Judge John F. McIn-

Three Army Fliers Reach Japan 


In 878-Mile Hop Over Bering Sea 


Longest Flight of Round the World Trip Is Made Successfally— 
Trio Left Aleutians Yesterday and Reached Their 
Goal Without Mishap. 


PARAMASHIRU ISLAND, KURILES, 

Japan, Saturday, May 17 (Associated 
Press).—The three United States Army 
fliers arrived here this morning at 11:35 
o'clock from Attu Island, the Aleutians, 
on their flight around the world. 


ABOARD UNITED STATES GUARD 
CUTTER HAIDA, May 16 (By Wireless 
to The Associated Press, via Cordova, 
Alaska).—The three ammy planes left 
Attu Island today for Paramashiru 
Island on their flight around the world. 

From Attu the pilots laid their course 
for Cape Kronatski on the Kamchatka 
Peninsula, 611 miles from Attu. From 
Kronatski they intended to fly south- 
ward along the peninsula from Kronat- 
ski to Paramashiru Island, which is in 
the Kuriles group at the northern end 
of the Japanese Empire, a distance of 
267 miles. 

The planes were expected to reach 


Paramashiru Island between 3 and 5 
o’clock this afternoon. 


The course of the fliers is the longest 
in the 27,000 miles of the route laid 
down for them. The pilots are Lieu- 
tenant Lowell H. Smith, acting com- 
mander in the absence of Major Fred- 
erick L. Martin, who was flying the 
machine that came to grief; Lieutenant 
Erik Nelson and Lieutenant Leigh 
Wade. ‘ 


Chill foxs, uninhabited, bleak islets 
with rock-bound’ shores, volcanoes and 
a long stretch of hitherto unconquered 
Northern Pacific waters, yesterday lay 
ahead of the fliers. 

The ocean stretch of 878 miles has 
never been crossed by air, nor has the 
long jump from Paramashiru south- 
ward to the main island of the Japanese 
group, another stretch of equal length. 
Paramashiru is inhabited only by hairy 
Ainus.

They Shoot Down South- 
ampton Constable. 


SOUTH SHORE UP IN ARMS 


Posses Patrol All 
Roads Which Slayer Might 
Take in Their Flight. 


Ferdinand: Downs, a special constable 
of Southampton, L. I., was shot to 
death in cold blood from a car loaded 
with bootleggers late last night on the 
back road between Eastport and Man- 


orville. 

Four others in an automobile with 
Downs, including a Federal prohibition 
agent named Phelps from the local 
headquarters at Bayshore, escaped in- 
jury, although bullets whizzed all about 
them as two men in the bootleggers’ 
car blazed away with automatics. 

Downs and his companions were 
armed, but the fire came unexpectedly. 
Their car was at a standstill and the 
one bearing the bootleggers was speed- 
ing eighty miles an hour without lights. 
By the time those who survived the 
attack had drawn pistols, the murderers 
had disappeared in the darkness. They 
came from the direction of Montauk and 
apparently were bound for New York. 

In less than an hour after the killing, 
which aroused those along the south 
shore of peg. istene in the neighbor- 
hood of the mptons, one of the best 
organized manhunts ever known in Suf- 
folk County was under way. Hundreds 
of men tumbling from their beds as the 
alarm spread, seized pistols, rifles or 
shotguns, rushed their cars from 
garages and set out to patrol every mile 
of highway in any direction the boot- 
leggers might have taken. 


“Shoot on Sight.’’ 


Sheriff Amza Biggs of Suffolk County 
assumed leadership. He summoned to 
his posses every available man and as 


soon as a group had mustered he dis- 
patched a bevy of armed men with 
orders to ‘‘get’’ the criminals and not 
to hesitate to shoot on sight.

of the alertness of the officials seemed 
apparent from the fact that they opened 
fire without a preliminary hostile word. 

Both cars were traveling west on the 
back road at the moment, that in which 
were Downg and other law agents go- 
ing slowly, while those within kept a 
sharp lookout for strange cars.

—a hum that quickly swelled into a roar 
as the bootleggers’ car came on at 
eighty miles an hour. 

The bootleggers swept by, and apply- 
ing four brakes, stopped suddenly. 
Downs and his companions were not 
able to stop so quickly, having but two 
brakes on their car. They slid by, and 
as they did so a murderous fire poured 
upon them from the halted car. The 
survivors said afterward that it evident- 
ly came from automatics for the bullets 
spat at them in a leaden stream, punc- 
turing the back of the car. One struck 
Downs _ in the back of the head. He 
slid off the rear seat dead: Without 
slackening their fusillade, the boot- 
leggers once more set their car in mo- 
tion, whizzed by that in which the dead 
man lay and were off.

PAID TO JESS SMITH, 
SAYS ‘BOOTLEG KING 


George Remus, Convict at At- 
lanta, Asserts He Paid $1.50 
to $2.50 a Case Besides. 


DEALS EXCEEDED$25,000,000 


He Testifies He Bought Distiller- 
ies, Then Got Permits to Release 
Liquor to His Drug Firms. 


HANDLED 900,000 GALLONS 


He Turned Over Money In Cash, He 
Declares, and Was Assured That 
He Would Not Go to Jail.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—A story of 
gigantic bootlegging operations, includ- 
ing the sale of more than 250,000 cases 
of liquor in violation of the Volstead act 
for from $22,500,000 to $25,000,000, and 
the payment of from $250,000 to $300,000 
in protection money, besides from $1.50 
to $2.50 a case for permits to the late 
Jess Smith, intimate friend of former 
Attorney Genéral Daugherty, was told 
to the special Senate committee investi- 
gating the Department of Justice today 
by George Remus, who gained much no- 
toriety as the ‘millionaire bootlegger’’ 
and the “‘bootleg king” of Cincinnati, 

Remus is serving a sentence of two 
years at the Federal Penitentiary in At- 
lanta on a charge of conspiracy, and 
was brought here under guard to testify. 

The testimony was as sensational as, 
any heard by the committee during the 
whole course of the inquiry. Mr, Remus, 
a short, thick-set man, was laboring. un- 
der a great nervous strain, He com- 
plained several times that his mind was 
not normal, because of the experience he 
had gone through, but he told his story 
with a surprising grasp of detail. 

As Mr. Remus explained it his rise 
over the ‘‘bootleg route’’ had been as 
rapid as his downfall with the ultimate 
disgrace of imprisonment and disbar- 
ment. He was a practicing lawyer in 
Chicago when the Volstead act was 
passed in 1919, and realizing the possi- 
bilities of large gain, he went to Cin- 
cinnati and acquired about ten distiller- 
ies in Ohio and surrounding States. He 
also organized a chain of wholesale 
drug companies, through the medium of 
which application could be made for the 
withdrawal of liquor, ostensibly for 
medicinal purposes, but actually for the 
bootleg trade. 

Tells of ‘“‘Deal’’ With Jess Smith. 


Mr. Remus said that hig illicit business 
thrived most successfully after he had 
met Jess Smith at the Commodore Hotel 
in New York in early 1921 and entered 
into a “‘gentlemen’s agreement” under 
which for the payment of protection 
money, and additional payments for 
withdrawal permits and for the services 
of Smith in obtaining these permits, he 
was to be permitted to operate without 
fear of facing a prison sentence. 

Under this agreement, the witness said, 
his operations became so large that in a 
single bank, the Lincoln National Bank 
of Cincinnati, Ohio, the records would 
show that deposits of about $2,800,00u 
had been¢nade. He promised to do what 
he could to make these bank records 
available and also to give the names of 
other banks where there were accounts 
and to supply the committee with his 
checks, which he said were secreted in 
places where no one else could find them. 

Mr. Kemus said he had heard that the 
flood of liquor which he let loose after 
his agreement with Jess Smith had gone 
into the bootleg trade in New York,

TAX BILL CONFEREES 
CLASH OVER CHANGES 


Publicity Clause and Corpora- 
tion Levies Cause Deadlock 
Which May Last a Week. 


HOOVER OPPOSES PUBLICITY 


Says It Would Hurt the Small 
Business Man and Is Likely 
to Result in Frauds. 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—Prospects of 
extended contests on the tax reduction 
bill appeared today as the conferees 
locked horns on some of the more con- 
troversial differences between the Sen- 
ate and House. It was freely intimated 
that the conferees would probably have 
to return to their respective houses for 
instructions on some of these provisions. 

Members of the conference are bound 
to secrecy, but it was indicated that 
among the real stumbling blocks are the 
Senate amendments for publicity of tax 
returns and a graduated tax on undis- 
tributed corporation profits. 

In this connection, Secretary Hoover 
issued a statement today assailing the 
full publicity proposal as unfair to small 
business and as opening the door to 
fraud. 

House conferees, it is understood, have 
stood firm against this amendment, 
which was voted into the bill by the 
Democratic-Republican insurgent coali- 
tion in the Senate on motidn of Senator 
Norris, Republican, of Nebraska. A 
similar proposal was rejected by a de- 
cisive margin in the House, when the 
leaders privately predicted today this 
amendment would be turned down by 
the conferees. 


Boti? tne House Ways and Means and 
the Senate Finance Committee, however, 
agreed to open the tax returns. to in- 
spection by certain Congressional com- 
mittees, empowered by resolutions. 


Clash Over Corporation Tax. 


Apparently the biggest snag facing the 
conferees, however, is the Senate amend- 
ment proposing to lower the flat tax on 
corporations from 12% to 9 per cent. and 
impose in addition a graduated scale of 
rates on undistributed profits.

E. P. Weston, 86, Is Shot in Attack on Home; 
Ulster County Ruffians Beat Pedestrian

KINGSTON, N. Y., May 16.—In the 
wilds of the Plutarch Mountains a gang 
of men attatked on Monday night. the 
home of H@ward Payson Weston, 86- 
year-old world-famous pedestrian, who 
resides on a farm in that section of 
Ulster County, back of New Paltz. 

Armed with sticks and rocks and at 
least one gun, the gang stormed the 
howse. The old man made what resis- 
tance he could unarmed and finally bar- 
ricaded himself in one room in the upper 
part of the house. The gang continued 
to throw large rocks and clubs at the 
windows until not a pane of glass or a 
window sash remained in the house. 
They then beat down the door with a 
sledgehammer. They finally entered 
and forced thelr way into the room up- 
stairs,in which Weston made a desperate 
stand for a man of his years. But he 


was cornered and severely beaten, and 
during the attack was shot in the leg. 

Mr. Weston, with his housekeeper and 
his adopted son, resides on a farm which 
he purchased when he retired. The boy’s 
family was wiped out at the time of

eral years ago and has lived quietly at 
Plutarch, which is located in one of 
the wildest mountain sections of Ulster 
County.

Paltz is located a wild, wooded country. 
There are scattered farms and homes, 
but many persons of questionable char- 
acter reside in the section.

Half-Billion Deficit in Sight if 
Country Must Pay the 
Gratuity to Soldiers. 


SOLE HOPE IN THE SENATE 


Margin Against Sustaining Veto 
Large, but Strong Efforts in 
Progress to Swing Votes. 


HOUSE TO ACTON BILL TODAY 


Few Changes Expected There, but 
Some Senators Who Favored 
Bonus Said to Be Wavering.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—While both 
houses of Congress were preparing today 
to take up President Coolidge’s veto of 
the Soldier Bonus bill, the President 
made it clear that the overriding of his 
veto on the bonus would make it almost 
impossible to approve the tax bill in the 
shape in which it passed the Senate, 

If the tax bill as it stands was ac- 
cepted and the Sonus bill was passed 
over the veto, it was stated by Treasury 
officials today, it would result in 
a. deficit approaching $300,000,000. In 
addition, it was estimated, the legisla- 
tion which the Administration and Con- 
gress favor for relief of the farmers 
and increase in the wages of postal em- 
ployes would make the total deficit 
$500,000,000. 

In inner Administration circles it was 
freely stated today that the President 
would be compelled to veto the tax bill 
unless Congress found other revenues to 
make up for the threatened deficit. 

In case the Conference Committee 
now considering the tax bill eliminated 
the provisions providing for publicity of _ 
income taxes and the graduated tax on — 
undivided profits there is thought to’ be 
a possibility that the President, with the 
aid of Congress in barring large appro- 
priations, might approve the tax bill, 
But this is thought by his advisers as 
remote, as they have little confidence 
in obtaining a satisfactory revenue 
bill from the conferees, owing to the 
radical spirit in the Senate. 


Working for Senate Support. 


Because of the promises made by the 
Administration of reduction in taxes, 
the President, it was said, was very 
unwilling to veto the Tax bill even if 
it did not- meet his ideas of an equi- 
table and scientific revision. Therefore 
the full influence of the Administration 
is being exerted to obtain enough votes 
in the Senate to sustain the veto of the 
bonus. One report today mas that some 
o? the Senators above the two-thirds vote 
that is necessary to p the bonus 
over the veto were wavering, with indi- 
cations that they might vote with the 
President. There is a feeling at the 
White House that the veto will be over- 
ridden in the House, but assurances 
were given the President today that the 
situation in the Senate was by no meang 
hopeless. 

Senator Reed of Pennsylvania and sev- 
eral others are directing their efforts to 
defeat the bonus when the Senate comes 
to vote on the veto message. Senator 
Reed and Secretary Mellon were at the 
White House today to discuss plans and 
the alarming situation which, they said, 
would force a deficit and undo the 
economies of the last six years. 

The actual situation is that there can 
be nothing like the tax reduction ex- 
pected by the taxpayers unless the bonus ~ 
is defeated and there may be no tax 
reduction at all, except a 25 per cent. 
reduction on incomes for 1923. This 
latter would be accomplished by passing 
a resolution covering that matter alone 
if the Tax bill finally failed. 


House Will Override Veto Today. 


The first Congressional action on the 
veto will be taken when the House 
votes tomorrow. Friends of the meas- 
ure say that it will be repassed by a 
large vote, and its foes appear to agree 
on this. 

Little time will be spent in the Hovse, 
according to plans made tonight. The 
matter will be taken up after the read- 
ing of the journal and although debate 
is not banned, it is believed there will be 
little preceding the roll call. 

The bonus proponents point to the 
vote of 355 to 54 by which the bill was 
approved in March as an indication of 
how strong the House is for adjusted 
compensation. 

There will be a few changes. Rep- 
resentative Hawes, Democrat, of Mis- 
souri, who voted for the bill, announced 
today that he would now vote to sus- 
tain the veto om she ground that the bill 
was only a ‘“‘tombstone deceit’ after 
all. Representative Graham, Republi- 
can, of Illinois, is also credited with 
having changed his views, and now in- 
tends to vote against the bill. 

As the outcome in the House is cer- 
tain, it is really in the Senate that the 
real contest will be waged. Desperate 
efforts will be made between now and 
Tuesday, when the message will be con- 


sidered, to swing some of those who 
voted for the bonus over to the side of 
the President. 

Various calculations were made today 
on how many it will be necessary for the 
anti-bonus forces to gain in order to kill 
the bill, if the whole membership of 
ninety-six men is included in the bal- 
lot. When the bill was passed, eight 
Republicans, Ball, Borah, Edge, ; 
Fernald, Pepper, Smoot and Wadsworth, 
and nine Democrats, Bayard, Bruce, 
Dial, Edwards, Glass, King, Shields, 
Swanson and Underwood voted in the 
negative.

Bonus and Anti-Bonus Appeals. 


WASHINGTON, May 16 (Associated 
Press).—In a letter addressed today to 
each member of Congress John Thomas 
Taylor, Vice Chairman of the National 
Legislative Committee of the American 
Legion, declared that the service men 
and women look with confidence for you 
to keep the faith and override this veto.”’ 

Declaring arguments that the cost of 
the bill ‘‘will wreck the nation’s fi- 
nMances" had been discarded, Mr. Tay- 
lor alluded then to President Coolidge’s 
declaration in his veto message that the 
bill would ‘‘destroy our theory of pa- 
triotism."’ 

“The veteran asks no reward for his

For the hardships, dan- 
gers and sufferings he endured have al- 
ready been paid for in his ed 
for all time that in the hour of his 
country’s need he was called and not 
found wanting. 

“In his message the President adheres 
to the old theory, since discarded by the 
awakened conscience of America, that, in 
addition to bearing all the hardships and 
dangers of battle, the soldier alone for 
his privilege ’must be denied the right 
of adequate maintenance of his family 
in war time; that, although it is just to 
compensate all others in full for their 
financial losses due to war, the soldier 
must be made the single exception to 
this, and that while cheerfully compen- 
sating in full the losses that others sus- 
tained the soldfer must be denounced 
as unpatriotic because he shows his 
empty larder and says, ‘While I was 
fighting and you were profiting, my 
family suffered poverty which has not 
yet been overcome.’ 

“The heart of America long ago 
sbandcned the theory of patriotism 
which the President champions. The 
Congress and the people have decided 
that the soldier alone shall not be dis- 
criminated against to the further fi- 
nancial gain of a nation teeming with 
prosperity.’’ 

The Ex-service Men’s Anti-Bonus 
League announced today that it would 
organize to carry the fight into every 
State where necessary next November.

4. Refusal to regard America’s entry 
into and conduct of the war as a de- 
batable question, but sustaining that 
course as vigorously now as during the 
war, striking directly at such utterances 
as those contained in Congressman 
Berger’s House resolution and Senator 
Shipstead’’s recent speech. 

5. Demand for unadulterated ‘and un- 
diluted American history in American 
schools, as Opposed to the emasculated 
history which has been introduced so 
generally, robbing Americanism of 
much of its elemental significance and 
robbing democracy of its most precious 
heritage. 

6. Rebuking the diplomatic represen- 
tative of a friendly foreign power for a 
recent intrusion in a purely American 
political issue. 

7. Denouncing Senator Borah for abar- 
doning the hearing on his resolution for 
recognition of the so-called Soviet Gov- 
ernment and demandi that he con- 
tinue the hearing Seametiiately. 

8. Demand for immigration restriction 
in order to protect American  in- 
stitutions.

HOWARD IS CRITICIZED 
FOR REMARK ON SOVIET 


All-American Conference Assails 
Ambassador as Urging Policy 


on America.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—The all- 
American conference formed _ tonight 
adopted a resolution condemning Sir 
Esme Howard, British Ambassador, for 
“taking an unprecedented and unwar- 
ranted advantage of his position to 
plainly suggest that America reverse her 
Russian policy.’’ The same resolution 
criticised the Senate sub-committee for 
abandoning its hearing on the Russian 
situation. 

The remarks objected to by the con- 
ference, attributed to Ambassador How- 
ard, were declared to have been made 
at Cleveland on May 6. The resolution 
was adopted at an early session ana a 
move made to recall it on the ground 
that the speech might have been misin- 
terpreted in the newspaper reports. The 
move was lost by a vote of ten to one. 
The resolution follows: 

‘‘Whereas the Ambassador of one of 
the great powers took an unprecedented 
and unwarranted advantage of his posi- 
tion at Cleveland a few days ago to 
plainly suggest that America reversu 


her Russian policy, 

“And whereas the United States 
Senator who leads the movement for 
friendly relations with the Soviets con- 
tinues to assert in face of the unim- 
peachable documents presented to his 
committee by the United States Govern- 
ment that Russia has a ‘government 
cheese, ip eye her people.” and 
o make other assertions equally a 
established fact, — ¥ 

“And whereas this Senator refuses to 
continue the hearings of the committee 
on Soviet Russia of which he is Chair- 
man, in spite of the fact that he has 
been repeatedly challengedto do so, be it 

“‘Resolved, That the delegates here as- 
sembled ge that the representative 
of a friendly power should have given 
expression to a contrary advocacy on a 
purely American question; and, be it 
further 

“‘Resolved, That the Chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Soviet Russia be 
called upon to continue the hearings of 
the committee so that the facts may be 
finally known and unsupported as- 
sertions may cease to have effect.”’

LINER’S CAPTAIN KILLED. 


Once Famous St. Louis About to 
Start on Her Last Voyage. 


Capt. Edward A. Sarzaha of the 
Steamship St. Louis, once the pri@e of 
the American Line, had his leg crushed 
by an anchor chain yesterday at Pier 1, 
Tompkinsville, and died an hour later 
in the Staten Island Hospital: 

The Captain's death came as the St. 
Louls was setting out on her last trip. 
The vessel has been purchased by the 
Italian Government and will sail next 
week for Genoa, where she will be dis- 
mantled and scrapped. 

When the St. Louls was launched from 
Cramp’s Shipyard, Philadelphia, in 1893, 
the city declared a holiday. President 
Grover Cleveland attended the ceremony. 
The St. Louls was then the largest 
American passenger ship afloat. During 
the Spanish-American war the St. Louis 
Was a scout cruiser with the battle fleet 
and in the World War she was an Ameér- 
ican transport. 

After the armistice while being towed 
into dock in the North River, the St. 
Louis capsized and sank near the dock. 
Reclaimed from the waters,the ship was 
reconditioned but fire swept her holds, 
staterooms and decks, leaving a mere 
shell. She was sold by the Marine In- 
surance Company.

B. L. DOHENY JR. WINS 
AGAINST GRAND JURY 


Court Upholds’ His Refusal to 
Testify on Leases as Tend- 
ing to Incriminate Him. 


BAD FAITH IS CHARGED 


Atlee Pomerene Tells the Judge Wit- 
ness Was Shielding Not Him- 
self, but His Father.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—Edward L. 
Doheny Jr. of Los Angeles is entitled to 
refuse to answer questions propounded 
by special counsel for the Government 
before the Special Grand Jury in the 
District’ of Columbia Supreme Court, 
which is investigating the oil leases. 

The ruling was made in Criminal 
Court No. 1 today by Justice William 
Hitz. Mr. Doheny refused to testify, 
claiming the constitutional privilege that 
his answers might tend to incriminate 
him. The contempt rule egainst Mr. 
Doheny was discharged. ; 

The decision of Mistice Hitz that 
young Doheny was the best judge of 
what might or might net incriminate 
him, and that he was privileged to re- 
fuse to answer on that ground despite 
the accusation by Government counsel 
that the privilege was not claimed in 
good faith, will not hamper the work of 
the Grand Jury which is investigating 
the ofl leases, according to Owen J. Rob- 
erts, special counsel for the Govern- 
ment, who asked the question of Mr. 
Doheny. 5 

Justice Hitz, in disposing of the con- 
tempt proceedings, said: 

‘“The fact that the witness might have 
protected some one else by refusing to 
answer is only incidental and cannot be 
considered in view of the constitutional 
rights of the witness to refuse to an- 
swer questions which he thinks will 
have a tendency to incriminate him.” 

Atlee Pomerene. associate counsel for 
the Government, attacked the good 
faith of Mr. Doheny {fn refusing to an- 
swer. He declared that the witness was 
not seeking to protect himself, but was 
seeking to protect his father. 

Mr. Pomerene, in explaining to Justice 
Hitz that the Government had not the 
slightest intention of prosecuting the 
younger Doheny, incidentally called the 
witness “‘a simple messenger,” referring 
to the act of the witness in taking ‘‘a 
little black bag” containing $100,000 to 
Washington as a loan to Albert B. Fall, 
former Secretary of the Interior. 

Frank J. Hogan and J. J. Cotter, 
counsel for the witness, were prepared 
for a long argument, but the case had 
hardly started when it became appar- 
ent that the Government would lose. 
The elder Doheny accompanied his son 
to court. With them was J, J. Cotter,

Mayor J h H. Gainer of Providence, 
Governor Flynn and President Faunce. 
A letter from Clinton C. White, Chair- 
man of the Brown Amphitheatre Cam- 
paign Committee, announced that the 
total subscribed toward the building of 
Brown's new athletic plant had reached 


$465,000. 

At the beginning of his address Mr. 
Hughes noted the fact that the three 
Presidents of Brown whose terms of 
office had been longest—Manning, Way- 
land and Faunce—had rendered the 
greatest service to the university.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—Failing prior

Mr. Hughes 
has formally dented any connection with 
the actual transfer of the steamer, and 
has stated that his interest in the case

People who wish 
to disguise their wealth will be stimu- 
lated to further evasion. It can add 
nothing to revenue returns.

One serious effect 
might be to undermine confidence in

GERMAN CABINET 
REFUSES 10 QUIT 


Marx and Stresemann Defy the 


Nationalists to Turn Them Out 
When Reichstag Meets. 


_ BUSY ON DAWES PROGRAM 


Encouraged by French Elections, 
Rilddie Parties Insist They Are the 


Only Ones Who Can Rule Now.

BERLIN, May 16.—To other premature 
death reports add that of the Marx 
Government of Germany. With its 
foes busy writing its epitaph the 
aforesaid Government calmly announces 
that it does not intend to budge from 
the seats of the mighty. To the demand 
from the Nationalist party that it resign, 
the Marx outfit answers a flat ‘‘No.” 

Undoubtedly encouraged by the French 
trend toward the Left, which it consid- 
ers a vindication of its prompt accept- 
ance of the Dawes report, the present 
German Government has decided that 
the Nationalists, despite their success at 
the recent ‘elections, are not quite so 
strong as they think. 

Whether Marx, Stresemann and the 
rest of them really can stay in the Wil- 
helmstrasse is problematical. There ex- 
ists no doubt, however, that they intend 
taking a good try at sticking there. 

Answering the Nationalist statement 
that the present Government has no right 
to proceed ‘with steps toward carrying 
out the Dawes report, the Government 
counters with this broadside: ‘‘The Gov- 
ernment not only has the right but also 
the duty to represent Germany in nego- 
tiations on the experts’ report and in 


preparing outlines of laws necessary for 
carrying it out.” 

In so doing, the Government’s declara- 
tion adds, the Government is convinced it 
represents a majority of the German peo- 
ple. It furthermore claims to have the 
support of the Socialitsts, Centrists, Ger- 
man People’s party, Democratic Party 
and the Bavarian People’s party in its 
policy on the Dawes report, which means 
a larger number of Reichstag votes than 
could be mustered by the opposition, in- 
cluding Nationalists, Communists and 
“‘Vélkish’’ extremists of the Right. 

Having thus practically told the Na- 
tionalists ‘‘If you want me out, throw 
me out,’’ the Government goes on to 
say that the Nationalist position on the 
Dawes report grows more obscure dally 
though the report has’ become the 
**kernel and pivot of German politics.’ 

Further evidence that the Marx-Strese- 
;mann Government hopes not only to re- 
'main in power despite the Nationalist 
victory at the polls, but also to continue 
governing without Nationalist support is 
contained in an article today in Ger- 
mania, organ of Chancellor Marx’s Cen- 
trist Party, stating that the Nationalists, 
despite the favorable attitude toward 
the Dawes report shown by some of 
their leaders, such as -Hergt, would 
nevertheless be a grave danger to Ger- 
many if they won control of the next 
Government, since their being in the 
saddle would alarm foreign countries. 
The article states that the present com- 
bination governing Germany can count 
on Socialist favor, and even should the 
Marx-Stresemann Cabinet be eliminated, 
that new Government must nevertheless 
be formed from the middle parties with- 
out the Nationalistic admixture. 

“The majority of German voters would 
fail to understand why the Nationalists, 
because of an accidental intrease in the 
tota! of their Reichstag seats, should be 
enabled to adopt a foreign policy com- 
posed of experiments,”’ continues the ar- 
ticle. ‘‘What Germany now needs is a 
constant unswerving policy, which can 
only be achieved and retained if the 
Marx Cabinet based on the middle par- 
ties continues to govern.”’ , 

Of course, the extreme Nationalists 
are furious against the Government's 
determination to stick to its post. To- 
day their official spokesmen breathe 
fire against Marx Stresemann and their 
comrades who persist in clinging val- 
fantly to what their opponents sarcas- 
tically dub ‘‘the feeding trough”’ instead 
of giving up their places around the 
trough to the Nationalists, hungry for 
power. 

The Nationalist organ Der Tag calls 
the Government’s determination ‘‘sabot- 
aging of the will of the nation as ex- 
pressed at the polls,’’ and adds: ‘‘It is 
almost as if the Cabinet were trying 
officially to dynamite a path for a Gov- 
ernment of the Left.’”’ 

Another extreme Nationalist organ, 
the Kreuz Zeitung, sarcastically inquires 
how the Government knows it can count 
on the German People’s Party and the 
Bavarian People’s Party, the former 
having hinted at a possible willingness 
to cooperate with the Nationalists and 
9 — having not stated its position 
at all. 


30,000,000 GERMANS VOTED.

HARBORED BY SOVIET 


Police Seize Botzenhardt in Trade 
Delegation’s | Flat — Caused 


Raid on Russian Mission. 


_— 


BERLIN, May 16.—The Communist 
leader, Botzenhardt, search for. whom 
caused the recent raid on the Rugsian 
Soviet Trade Mission, was arrested to- 
day in the Russian delegation’s flat, it 
was officially announced. He is wanted 
by the Pomeranian State’s Attorney on 
a. charge of treason, and had been 
hiding in the flat since Saturday. Ata 
preliminary hearing after his arrest he 
declined to answer all questions. 

The Forcign Relations Committee of 
the Reichstag refused to grant a de- 
mand by Communist members that a 
special meeting be called to discuss the 
raid incident. Dr. Ernst Scholz, Chair- 
man of the committee, declared most of 
its members were unwilling to inter- 
fere while the Government was carry- 
ing on negotiations in connection with 
the incident. , 

The German Government does not in- 
tend to publish the note it has received 
from Moscow in connection with the 


raid on the Soviet mission, but it is 
known that the note demands recogni- 
tion of the extra-territoriality of the 
Russian delegation’s offices, punishment 
of the police officials responsible for the 
raid and compensation for the damage 
to property within the mission's offices. 

It is belteved the Government is pre- 
pared to accede to the demand for com- 
pensation for damages, but not to the 
other demands, although the police of- 
ficlals who carried out the raid already 
have been suspended. 

Meanwhile, all trade relations be- 
tween Russia and Germany are at a 
standstill and are expected to remain 
stagnant until the affair is settled. 


ETHIOPIAN RULER WINS 
PLAUDITS OF PARISIANS 


Ras Tatfari’s Oriental Dignity Im- 
presses Populace—Government 
Extends Royal Honors.

PARIS, May 16.—With the usual royal 
honors extended to visiting monarchs, 
Paris and the French Government today 
received Ras Taffari, Crown Prince and 
Regent of Abyssinia. A few hitches oc- 
curred in the program. The Crown 
Prince failed to understand the exact 
moment at which he should descend 
from his train to greet President Mille- 
rand, but there was far more embarrass- 
ment among the members of the Govern- 
ment of the Third French Republic than 
in the calm countenance of the descen- 
dant of King Solomon when at last it 
was explained to him that he had arrived 
at his destination. As there is only one 
railway line in Abyssinia his mistake 
was not astonishing. 

When official preséntations had been 
made and President Millerand and Pre- 
mier Poincaré had bowed and shaken 
hands, the procession of Ministers and 
gorgeously robed Ethiopian Kings moved 
along the platform. 

When modern European Kings pay 
such visits they bow in democratic fash- 
ion to the crowd and smile and salute. 
But with the dignity and reserve of all 
the Orient, Ras Taffari and his suite 
moved on without a turn of the head 
and without a smile. They are not ‘ac- 
customed in Abyssinia to courting favor 
with the crowd, and the crowd here 
liked it. 

Though the man who walked with the 
President is of smallish stature and al- 
most black complexion, he somehow suc- 
ceeded where other Kings often fail, in 
impressing the populace with the fact 
that he is a personality as well as a per- 
sonage. 

His visit is officially described as a 
visit of thanks for the support given to 
his country’s application for member- 
ship in the League of Nations last Sep- 
tember. But it is really much more. 
This visit of the nephew of Menelik II. 
to the Western countries is designed to 
impress on Western minds the fact that 
there does exist in reality the indepem- 
dent Kingdom of Abyssinia, whose in- 
dependence they all contracted to pre- 
serve when they admitted it into the 
League. Never before has any King or 
reigning Prince of the ee ay Empire 
visited Europe, and this first -contact 
with the West is of great significance. 


Ras Taffari, who has been educated in | 
modern ways and speaks both French | 


and English, has come to realize that 
the mountains of his mative country are 
not now its best defense. Airplanes can 
fly over them; tanks can ford the 
streams and climb the mountains. And 
so he has put his faith in the League of 
Nations and has come to tell the Gov- 
ermments who are members of the coun- 
cil of the League that he expects them 
to live up to their side of the bargain.

GETS DIVORCE IN PARIS. 


Jesse M. Woodward Offers Wife’s 
Letter as Evidence.

PARIS, May 16.—The Paris courts to- 
day granted a final divorce decree to 
Jesse M. Woodward, European manager 
of the General Electric Company, from 
Josephine Adelaide Mason Woodward. 
The. chief piece of evidence was a letter 
from Mrs. Woodward accusing her hus- 


band of having entered second child- 
hood. The court held that this was an 
insult which’ justified a definite separa- 


on. 

Last year Mr. Woodward sued for a 
divorce and in May a decree was handed 
down by default. It was necessary that 
this decree be served on French terri- 
tory. Mrs. Woodward had refused to 
come to France and accept service, but 
Woodward, hearing that she was on her 
way from Italy to Ostend, had the 
decree served on her during the two 
hours which the train passes through 
French territory. Mrs. Woodward then 
entered an appeal on the ground that 
the French court was incompetent in 
the case because under the laws of New 
York State, where she lived, insults are 
not grounds for a divorce. 

The Paris courts today decided that 
in view of the nature of the insult it 
was competent.” 

Mr. Woodward lives in the Ritz Hotel 
in Paris, which was held by the court 
to be his personal legal domicile.

‘FASCISTI EXPEL A LEADER 


Massimo Rocca, ‘Legalist,”” Is Read

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ROME, May 16.—Premier Mussolini, 
back from his journey to Sicily, has 


taken occasion to express his complete 
approval of the action of his Finance 
Minister, Signor ae Stefani, in granting 
oil leases to the Sinclair interests, for 
which the Minister has been severely 
criticized. 

He listened to an important finan- 
cial speech made by De Staéfini and 
applauded him warmly, and himself re-| 
vised and gave out to the press an offi- | 
cial communique a the Finance 
Ministry’s action in granting the con- 
cessions. 

De Stefani was accused by some pa- 
pers—even those of the Fascisti—of 
handing over Italy’s natural resources 
to foreigners, of not giving Italian enter- 
prise a fair chance, and of not suffi- | 
ciently protecting Italian interests. 

The communiqué, after showing how! 
the Government has spent several mil- | 
lions in subsidies to Italian concerns to} 
encourage them to hunt for oil. of which | 
there are believed to be deposits in Italy | 
without ever succeeding in spurring them | 
to any real effort, goes on to-explain | 
that the Sinclair group binds itself to 
spend something like 100,000,000 lie in| 
the next ten years on each of the 2,000- | 
acre concessions granted it for mineral 
research.

The directorate of 
the party after a long conference with 
Signor Mussolini, expelled Massimo 
Rocca from its membership. The sen- 
tence has a double sting in it, in that 
Massimo Rocca is a close friend of 
Mussolini and one of the _ fifty-two 
founders of Fascismo in 1919. 

The expulsion of the ‘‘Legalist’’ chief, 
however, is not necessarily a victory 
for the ‘‘Savages.'’ The decree of ex- 
pulsion, in fact, does not enter into the 
merits of the controversy between 
‘‘Legalists’’ and ‘‘Savages,’’ but has to 
do simply with his journalistic activi- 
ties and his attacks upon Finance 
Minister de Stefani.

Money Wasted on Drilling. 


ROME, May 16.—Premier Mussolini is- 
sued a statement today about the Gov- 
ernment’s real position in regard to the 
negotiations with the Sinclair oil inter- 
ests for concessions in the Emilia and 
Abruzzi districts, in which he explained 


the reasons for admitting foreigners in- 
to such enterprises. 

During 1922, he said, Italy imported 
540,000 tons of oll, costing 600,000,000 
lire, an increase of 25 per cent. over the 
former requirements. The Italian pro- 
duction was negligible and represented 
a decrease in comparison with pre-war 
production, although the Italian Govern- 
ment had purchased from Germany and | 
other countries 40,000,000 lire worth of 
machines intended for prospecting. 

One oil prospecting aay cost the 
State 2,316,000 lire for subventions and 
other expenses, and another cost 6,000,- 
000 lire, neither of the two giving satis- 
factory results. 

All of these facts, Premier Mussolini 
declared, induced the Government to 
consider a convention with the Sinclair |

The granting of the concession 
has been before the [talian Government 
for some time past, and when the Tea- 
pot Dome investigation was at its height 
a short time ago, dispatches reached 
this country to the effect that because 
of this investigation the Ialian Govern- 
ment might grant the concession to other 
interests. 


’ PRINCE ERIC ARRIVES. 


Here With Princess on Way 
Ranch in California. 


Prince and Princess Erik of Denmark 
arrived here yesterday on the Baltic 
American Line steamer Polonia and will 
go to Arcadia, Cal., where the Prince 
has a ranch. The Princess was formerly 
Miss Frances Lois Booth of Ottawa, 
Canada. Their names did not appear 
on the passenger list and they denied 
themselves to newspaper men. Fellow 


passengers said that they had heard re- 
ports to the effect that the Prince in- 
tended to become an American citizen.

BASE CAMP, RONGBUK GLACIER, 
April 29.~If happy is the country that 
has no history, then happy our expedi- 
tion. So smoothly have things gone 
since I last wrote that I have no tale 
to tell of hardships or difficulties over- 
come. The difficulties were, indeed, all 
overcome when in 1922 General Bruce’s 
tact and personality completed the foun- 
dation laid by Colonel Howard Bury in 
1921. We living smooth the way for 
any future expedition to Mount Everest. 

My last letter brought us to Shekar 
Dzong. The Jongpen Dashekar (Prefect 
of Shekar) includes Everest and the 
Rongbuk Valley in this large district, 
and much therefore depends on his will- 
ingness and ability to help. Having 
met this capital and courteous gentle- 
man in 1922, we were not without hope 


of arranging everything satisfactorily, 
nor were we disappointed. It was im- 
mediately apparent that we were going 
to have no difficulties. At the first in- 
terview all the serious business was 
settled in an hour. ere was a man 
who knew his district and his people, 
whose subordinates jum to obey nis 
quiet commafids, who dealt with each 
of our requests briefly and straight- 
forwardly. 


Presents for the Jongpen. 


In the result we arranged to march 
from Shekar wtih but one day’s halt to 
change transport, actually to take a 
good proportion of local porters, whom 
we had hoped to enlist to carry up the 
bulk of our stores the first two stages 
east of the Rongbuk Glacier—all at most 
moderate rates. The really handsome 
presents we offered him were evidently 
much appreciated. Though on such oc- 
casions it is not easy to spot the win- 
ner, a beautiful piece of Benares gold 
embroidery, worth £5, and a picture of 
the Potala, the Palai Lama’s palace at 
Lhasa, on silk, worth £10, topped the 
betting; yet a cheap camp chair and an 
ordinary pair of snow goggles evidently 
romped home first and second in our 
host’s estimation. 

The day’s halt at Shekar was fully oc- 
cupied. After the usual checking of 
stores and routine work, we finished 


| with the trial trip of the oxygen appara- 


tus on the steep rocks of the fine pyra- 
mid on which stands the Jong (prefec- 
ture) and the monastery. This was to 
test the relative merits of the apparatus 


as originally constructed and sent from 
England and the adaptation designed by 
the fertile genius of Mr. Devine. The 
latter, ‘besides eliminating certain leaks 
and mechanical defects which had de- 
veloped during transit from home, 
lightens and simplifies the apparatus, 
and, most important of all, does away 
with the vulnerable portions carried on 
the climber’s chest and.so frees him to 
tackle rocks with less Agaglike delicacy 
than formerly.

Next 
day we journeyed over Pang La (17,200 
feet) our last high pass before the base 
camp. Most of us walked over this pass, 
noting with satisfaction the remarkable 
improvement in wind and in our general 
going power since we first crossed similar 
heights between Puari and Khamba 
Dzong, All agreed that the form shown 
by this year’s party over Pang La 
augured very satisfactory results when

Get First Close View of Everest. 


From the top_of the pass for the first 
time the whdodle of the Everest system 
enters into close view. The five highest 
mountains in the world are there in one 
west to Chouyo, 
Gyachungkang, Everest, Makalu and 
Kangchenjunga.

Sketchbook, camera, 
binoculars and high-power telescopes are 
brought out, and the endless discussion, 
which soon settled once for all on the 
possible mountaineering difficulties of 
the final ridge, is once more in, full 
swing. 

A heartening note is that now the 
centre of interest has changed since a 
similar discussion in the same place in 
1922. Then the north ridge claimed most 
of our attention; now we scarcely begin 
to discuss anything below the shoulder. 
Our optimist goes so far as to dismiss 
Everest as climbed, suggesting a careful 
study of the possible routes up Makalu. 

So, by the hermit’s cell in the gorge, 
with the same herd of burhel (Himalayan 
sheep), past Nyomdo, with painful recol- 
lections of the bitter cold breakfast of 
two years ago, we go to Tashi Dzong 
and the charming willow clump lent 
for our camp by the cheerful and hosp!i- 
table old headman of the village. 

Two more uneventful days brought.us 
to Rongbuk monastry. ere we were 
disappointed to learn that our old friend, 
the most venerable and holiest head 
lama, was sick and unable to see us; 
so we had to content ourselves with an 
exchange of compliments and presents 
and promises to meet later. It had been 
our intention to arrange for a formal 
blessing of the promoters by this much 
venerated lama, but that also had to 
be postponed. 


Meeting With an Old Friend. 


We had here the unexpected pleasure 
of meeting another old friend, the shika, 
or headman, of Kharta, who treated us 
most hospitably in 1922 on our visit to 
his district, and who was paying his re- 
spects to the ‘Rongbuk lama. We had 
already sent him a letter of greeting 
and presents from Shekar three days 
previously. After a friendly chat he 
left for his district, promising us a con- 
signment of green vegetables, luxuries 
unobtainable in this inhospitable dis- 


trict. 
Today, April 29, finds us again in the 


1922 base camp, and a cold welcome 
we have received. We woke to a light 
snowfall, walked over five rough miles 
of tumbled moraine and frozen water- 
course to the camp, just under the snout 
of the Rongbuk’ glacier, in the teeth of 
a bitter wind. . Here, indeed, it is win- 
ter. Gone are the few signs of early 
Spring which cheered us, even at this 
season, on the plains below. Not a 
bird or a green thing can be seen—only 
a great waste of whitish boulders piled 
into fantastic mounds by past glacier 
action. Down the valley sweeping round 
the mounds, whistles the true Rongbuk 
wind as I write early this afternoon, 
and the temperature stands well below 
the freezing point in the tent. 

But, for all that, we have much to 
congratulate: ourselves upon. We have 
reached the base camp exactly to plan,

layen. Our efforts to collect local labor 
have succeeded beyond our expectations, 

d tomorrow 150 loads will leave for 
No. 1 Camp, five miles above here, just

Women Among the Porters. 

Dirty as are these local men of the 
high valleys, they are surely the hardi- 
est in the world and th~ cheeriest. They 
come without tents and propose to sleep 
for the next five or six days, up to bleak 
No. 2 Camp (19,500 feet), on the edge of 
the East Rongbuk Glacier, without shel- 
ter, except what may be constructed 


from stones and a sheepskin cape aplece. 
Half a dozen women are among them. 
We load them light, according to local 
ideas; they carry—men and women— 
some forty pounds apiece at a pace the 
best of us could probably equal in the 
Alps with twenty-five pounds. 

The camp {fs humming. As I write, 
Captain ee Bruce is haranguin 
the porters, issuing extra clothing, tell- 
ing off men in squads for work on the 
as and generally seeing to the com- 
ort and efficiency of the personnel. 

Mr. Mallory and Mr. Beetham are in 
charge of the Ae equipment and the 
provisioning of the high camps. 

Mr, Shebbeare, as quartermaster in 
charge of all stores, and Mr. Hazard, as 
mess secretary, are having a regular 
field day with boxes and bales which 
were dumped pell mell off the trans- 
port animals an hour or two ago and 
are already taking shape in lines of 
cumne. according to their next destina- 
ons. 

Mr. Odell and Mr. Irvin are hard at 
their daily task of over two weeks now, 
testing, assembling and repairing the 
oxygen apparatus and cylinders. 

Dr. Somerville is busy with the scien- 
tific and medical stores. 

The sun has emerged, and a phdéto- 
graph of the busy scene probably would 
give a pleasant impression, but look 
again at the fur caps, goggles, mits and 
mufflers and wind-proof overalls and 
you will realize that we are at last at 
the Rongbuk base camp, where fires are 
not, and where daily the wind rushes 
straight off the snows of Everest, ten 
miles away. 

In a few days now most of us will be 
heading up the glaciers. The organiza. 
tion is complete, and the climbers ara 
fit. The rest is on the knees of the gods, 


WALTER LEWISOHN 
ADJUDGED INSANE 


Testimony Indicates That There 
Is No Hope That His Mind 
Will Clear. 


Walter Lewisohn, member of the New 
York Stock Exchange and son of the 
late Leonard Lewisohn and Selma Kraus 
Lewisohn, who is known on the operatic 
stage as Mme. Marie Selma, was ad- 
judged insane yesterday by a sheriff's 
jury which heard testimony before Philip 
J. Dunn as a Commissioner in Lunacy. 
The application for the appointment of 
a committee of the person and property 
of Mr. Lewisohn on the ground that he 
is incurably insane was made by his 
brother Frederick. The appointment of 
the committee will be made in the Su- 
preme Court later, when the court will 
pass on the findings of the jury. 

The. testimony showed that Mr. Lewi- 
sohn went voluntarily to the Blythe- 
wood Sanitarium at Greenwich, Conn., 
in March, 1923, and he was formally 
committed there by the Probate Court 
in Connecticut in May last. Statements 
concerning his condition were made in 
September, when his attorney, Vincent 
Leibell, replied to assertions that Mr. 
Lewisohn, who is now 44 years old, had 
lost his reason because of an infatua- 
tion for Leonora Hughes, a dancer, and 
that he spent his time trying to talk 
with her over a disconnected telephone. 
The attorney said that Mr. Lewisohn’s 
breakdown was caused by losses of ‘‘a 


good part’’ of his fortune in a specula- | 


tive deal with Jesse Livermore, stock 
market operator,.through the collapse 
of a pool in Seneca Copper stock, of 
which company Mr. Lewisohn was a 
director. Counsel for Mr. Livermore 
insisted at the time that he had acted in 


good faith and that Lewisohn Brothers 
violated the pool agreement. 

Mr. Lewisohn still owns _ property 
worth $1,262,957 and has liatdilities of 
only $178,660, the testimony showed yes- 
terday.

LIBERALS AND TORIES JOIN 


Lioyd George Denounces Provisions 
of the Bill as Favoring Only 
One Class. 
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LONDON, May 16.—The Laborite bill 
for nationalization of tlle coal mines arid 
other minerals was defeated in the 


House of Commons today by a vote of 
264 to 168. 

The Labor Government took up a 
guarded position in regard to the 
measure. While agreeing with the prin- 
ciple of the bill, it was stated on behalf 
of the Cabinet that the Ministry disap- 
proved of certain clauses, and conse- 
quently the bill was allowed to stand on 
its own feet as a private member's pro- 


posal, 

The Liberals, both Asquithian and 
Lloyd Georgian, had discussed in ad- 
vance the attitude which their party 
would assume in regard to the measure, 
and it was arranged that Mr. Lloyd 
George should lead the attack upon it. 


Today’s debate marked his re-emer- 
gence as a Liberal protagonist, and 
there were those who saw in the impor- 
tance of the speech he delivered a first 
step in the intensive campaign which 
the Liberal Party proposes to make 
against socialism. It was one of the 
most effective contributions he has 
made since the present Government 
came into office, and it was notable 
that the vocal support emanating from 
the Unionists drowned that of his own 
followers. 

Mr. Lloyd George declared the bill 
was the first concrete example of the 
new socialism which was to be put into 
effect as soon as the Labor Party got a 
majority. 

Before he had been very long on his 
feet Mr. Lloyd George had a very large 
audience, and he made it clear that he 
still preserves his power to hold the 
House. He brought to bear all his old 
skill. When upon some point in his 
speech he was challenged by’ Emanuel 
Shinwell, he abruptly resumed his seat, 
leaving it to the Secretary for Mines to 
reply to the point at issue. Mr. Shin- 
well was compelled reluctantly to rise 
and make a reply. Mr. Lloyd George 
smiled, for the reply appeared singularly 
ineffective. Then he rose, still smiling, 
and said: 

‘‘l think the House will recognize my 
wisdom in giving way.’ The House 
rang with cheers. 

Mr. Lloyd George quoted an article 
written some time ago, by the President 
of Board of Trade, Sidney Webb, in 
which he said: 

“The black tiger is, I believe, un- 
known to naturalists, just as the black 
swan was unknown 150 years ago, but 
some people seem to want to introduce 
such an animal into this country. By 
black tiger I mean a capitalist trust, 
monopolizing the production and sale of 
coal, either throughout the whole of 
Great Britain or in particular districts.” 
tricts,”’ 

Mr. Lloyd George then stood and sur- 
veyed the House. 

“Well,” he said, pointing to the bill 
which he held in his’ hand, “here it is, 
except that this is a red tiger.” 

Mr. Shinwell explained that while the 
Government recognized that no mandate 
had been obtained from the electors to 
pursue a policy of nationalization, they 
heartily accepted the vital principle em- 
bodied in the measure. There was, he 
said, no solution of the problem con- 
fronting the mining industry, whether 
regarding production, distribution or 
utilization of the commodity, other 
than was to be found in national owner- 
ship. Sooner or later the _ principle 
would be accepted by the nation as a 
whole. 

Sir Douglas Hogg said the present bill 
would be unjust to the miners, dis- 
honest to the State and wholly in- 
equitable to the interests of the con- 
sumer, and was deliberately devised to 
carry class warfare, not of one class 
against another, but of one class against 
the community.

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PARIS, May 16.—A situation of ex- 
treme interest has arisen between Pre- 
mier Poincaré and Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald over the Dawes reparation plan. 
Day before yesterday, having caught 
his breath after Sunday’s cyclone, M. 
Poincaré sat down and wrote Mr. Mac-

Although there was a revival yester- 


an Assembly district leader to succeed 


the late Charles F. Murphy as leader of 
Tammany Hall, Judge George W. Ol- 
vany of the Court of General Sessions 
continued to be the leading candidate 
for the place, as the Nominating Com- 


mittee of Seven began to recanvass the 
members of the Executive Committee to 


learn whether there had been any 
change of sentiment since Surrogate 
James A. Foley refused the leadership 


on Thursday. 

Judge Olvany was the ‘‘second choice”’ 
of considerably more than a majority of 
the members of the Executive Committee 


when the Nominating Committee made 


its first canvass, which led to its recom- 
mendation of Judge Foley, and is under- 
stood to be the choice of Governor Al- 
fred E. Smith, now. that Surrogate Fo- 
ley’s ill-health has removed him from 


consideration. 

To meet the situation caused by the 
demand for the election of a’ district 
leader, Charles lL. Kohler, who suc- 
ceeded Judge Olvany as a leader of 
the Tenth Assembly District when the 
latter went on the bench last January, 
was asked if he would resign to per- 
mit the election of Judge Olvany to 
his former place. Mr. Kohler, who is 
Secretary of the Health Department, 
was said to have replied that he would 
be glad to do so. 


Smith's. Friends for Olvany. 


The Iroquolg Club, the Tammany or- 
ganization of the Tenth District, will 
hold a regular meeting on Monday 
night, and it was said to be possible 
that Mr. Olvany might be elected a 


district leader then. This was the pro- 
cedure, modified to suit the circum- 
stances, which was first thought of in 
connection with the movement to elect 
Surrogate Foley leader, when it was sug- 
gested that he might be elected a dis- 
trict leader of the Twelfth District to 
fill the vacancy caused by Mr. Murphy’s 
PEseeess Smith’s friends in Tammany 
were apparently working for Judge 
Olvany, and the belief was rather gen- 
eral that he would be etected not later 
than next Wednesday, although the op- 
position to him was apparently much 
stronger than it was to Judge Foley be- 
fore the “Old Guard”’ of the Wigwam 
whipped all but two of the members 
of the Executive Committee into line. 
William Allen, Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee, and Frank J. Goodwin, 
Chairman of the Committee of Seven, 
were said to be possibilities, if Judge 
Olvany should not be chosen. Mr. Good- 
win would be a formidable candidate 
for the post if he should show a willing- 
ness to take it. But he has told friends 
that he considers himself too old and 
too frail in health even to consider it. 


Allen’s Influence Increases. 


Mr. Allen’s influence in Tammany has 
increased gredtly since Mr. Murphy’s 
death, particularly among the members 
of the dominant group. Although Chair- 


man of the Executive Committee and in 
effect the actual head of Tammany, Mr. 
Allen has not sought to take advantage 
of his position and has not been a can- 
didate for the leadership. He also was 
said to have shown ability and poise 
in the various conferences that have 
been held since Mr. Murphy’s death and 
won the respect and confidence of vir- 
tually all the members of the Executive 
Committee. 

The Committee of Seven heard seven- 
teen of the members of the Executive 
Committee. John F. Curry and Miss 
Martha Byrne, the only two to vote 
against the report of the Nominating 
Committee recommending Judge Foley 
maintained their position that a district 
leader should be chosen. 

Others in conversatzon in the corridors 
of Tammany Hall expressed the same 
belief, and it was learned that Charles 
W. Culkin of:the Third District, Thomas 
J. McManus of the Fifth, and James 
J. Hines of the Eleventh were at least 
receptive candidates. A whispering cam- 
paign was begun against Judge Olvany 
and it was presumably to meet this that 
Mr. Kohler, a leader of the Tenth Dis- 


asked whether he would be willing to 
resign to have Judge Olvany elected a 
district leader. 


Boom for Collins Revived. 


There was a revival of the boom for 
William T. Collins, Vice Chairman of 
the Board of Aldermen, for whom an 
under cover campaign had been made 
for a week before Judge Foley’s elec- 
tion by persons outside the Executive 
Committee. The arguments for Mr. Col- 
lins were that he had been groomed for 
the place by Mr. Murphy, which some 
of the district leaders doubted, and that 
his selection would insure harmony be- 
tween Tammany and Mayor Hylan, 
which seemed to have little effect on the 


{members of the Executive Committee. 


The belief that Mr. Collins was the 
Mayor’s candidate seemed to work to 
his disadvantage, because many of the 
prominent members of Tammany re- 
sented the Mayor’s expression of oppo- 
sition to Judge Foley, even if later 
retracted by the Mayor asking Judge 
Foley to take the leadership, and re- 
sented still more the Mayor’s continued 
indirect attacks on Governor Smith. 
The Mayor's latest indirect onslaught 
on the Governor was his attack on the 
proposed constitutional amendment for 
a $300,000,000 bond issue to pay the 
cost of eliminating. grade crossings 
which Governor Smith put through the 
Legislature. It did not add to Mayor 
Hylan’s popularity in Tammany at this 
time. 
Judge Foley remained in bed at his 
home, 243 East Seventeenth Street, but 
Was reported to be somewhat better. 
While his friends in Tammany regretted 
that he had resigned the leadership, 
there was_no disposition to criticize him, 
for there was a general realization that 
the job he was asked to take was be- 
yond his strength. 


“Insurgents’’ Raise New Question. 


The friends of Governor Smith were 
particularly regretful over the situation, 
but expressed hope that the situation 
would be met by the election of Judge 
Olvany. The feeling among the Gov- 


ernor’s friends that with Judge Olvany 
as leader, the Governor's interests at 
the Democratic National Convention 
would be almost as well cared for as 
with Judge Foley. 

Some of the “‘insurgent”’ district lead- 
ers raised a question concerning the 
right of the Committee of Seven to con- 
tinue and contended that the committee 
automatically ceased to exist 
recommended Judge Foley for election 
and the Executive Committee elected 
him on Wednesday night.

PENDING DECISION 


Federal Statutory Court Hears 
_ Arguments on Company's 
Injunction Suit. 


CITY AND STATE IN FIGHT 


Counsel Take Opposing Views on 
Financial Aspects of. the 
Controversy. 


Decision was reserved by the Federal 
statutory court yesterday on the appli- 
cation of the New York Telephone Com- 
pany for an interlocutory injunction re- 
straining the Public Service Commissjon 
and the State of New York from inter- 
fering with increased telephone rates in 
this city pending trial of the company’s 
suit for permanent injunction establish- 
ing the higher rates. - Meanwhile the 
temporary injunction granted by Fed- 
eral Judge John C. Knox remains in 
force. 

The city has until next Monday to file 
affidavits opposed to the injunction, and 
briefs from all concerned in the action 
were ordered to be filed not later than 
next Saturday. The arguments were 
heard by the statutory court empowered 
to consider cases of this character. It 
consisted of Federal Judge Knox, who 
granted the temporary injunction; Fed- 
eral Judge Francis A. Winslow and Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Charles M. Hough, 
who presided. 

John W. Davis and Charlies T. Rus- 
sell, general counsel, represented the 
telephone company. Arrayed in opposi- 
tion to it were Major Charles G. Blakes- 
lee, counsel for the Public Service Com- 
mission; Deputy Attorney Geperal Ed- 
ward G. Griffen and Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel M, M. Fertig, representing 
the city. 

Opening the argument for the company, 
Mr. Davis said the company’s net earn- 
ings were falling short by more than 
$20,000 daily under the amount the com- 
mission intended it to receive. 


Attacking the commission’s valuation 
as being an unfair “rate base,'’ Mr. Da- 
vis declared that since this valuation 
Was made the company had made net 
additions to its property aggregating 
$108,000,000 and that the present fair 
and conservative value of the property 
was in excess of $425,000,000. 

Arguments of Major Blakeslee and 
Deputy Attorney General Griffen were 
principally directed at the right of the 
telephone company to bring suit in the 
Federal court while an application for 
tempor rate relief was pending be- 
fore the Public Service Commission. 

Attorney General Carl Sherman, rep- 
resenting the State, filed a brief in which 
he attacked the proceedings as an invi- 
tation to the Federal courts to outra- 
i usurp the functions of a State 
ody. 

“Never before has there been a case,”’ 
he said, ‘‘where a matter was pending 
before a State body that the Federal 
Judges had been asked to prevent the 
State officers from even making a de- 
cision in a matter pending before them. 
Heretofore public utilities have had the 
good grace to wait until either a tem- 
porary or final order had been made by 
the State officers before appealing to the 
United States courts.”’ 

Mr. Sherman challenged Mr. Davis, 
counsel for the telephone company, to 
state whether or not his design and 
real purpose were not the raising of all 
telephone rates- throughout the State 
from 35 per cent. to 40. per cent. 

“This suit,” he said, “is an fll con- 
cealed scheme to escape the local au- 
thorities and through a special master 
appointed by the Federal courts get a 
new valuation of its property at its re- 
production value, newly based upon the 
inflated prices at present prevailing.” 

Assistant Corporation Counsel M. 
Maldwin Fertig accused the company 
of misrepresenting its earnings to the 
court and said it was difficult to see how 
a company paying an 8 per cent. divi- 
dend could be suffering ‘from insuffi- 
cient rates.

NEW ATTACK MADE 
ON $41,000,000 WILL 


Contestants Assert That Miss 
Emily A. Watson, Testator, 
Was Unduly Influenced. 


MIND UNSOUND, IT IS SAID 


Legatees Oppose the Appointment 
of Two Temporary Administra- 
tors as a Needless Expense. 


Charges of undue influence and re- 
moval and destruction of papers were 
made yesterday before the Appellate 
Division in Brooklyn in the contest of 
the will of Miss Emily A. Watson of 
White Plains. Miss Watson, who died 
on Feb. 1, last, at the age of 82, left 
an estate of $11,000,000. 

Yesterday’s proceedings were on an 
appeal by the individual legatees from 
an order of the Surrogate’s Court of 
Westchester County appointing Henry 
R. Barrett and Frederick P. Close, law- 
yers, as temporary administrators. The 
legatees insisted that the executors of 
the will be named as administrators, 
arguing that this would save the estate 
fees that might total in the neighbor- 
hood of $1,000,000. The contestants ridi- 
culed .the idea that such action would 
result in a saving of fees., 

Miss Watson's will and codicil left $500,- 
000 to eighteen hospitals and other chari- 
table institutions. The remainder was be- 
queathed to a number of second cousins 
and descendants of cousins who had died. 
Four first cousins, as next of kin, and 
@ second cousin, all cut off in the will, 
are contesting, alleging undue influence 
by Bertram H. Fancher, Vice President 
of the Fifth Avenue Bank and one of 
the executors, It is also alleged that 
Miss Watson was of unsound ~ mind 
when the will was made in 1915. ; 

In behalf of the contestants, Attorney 
Thomas B. Gilchrist of Cadwalader, 


Wickersham & Taft, told the court that 
Dr. Walter E. Lowthian of White 
Plains, Miss Watson's physician, had In- 
formed him: that Miss Watson was of 
cee mind and did not possess tes- 
| tamentary capacity when she signed the 
instrument.” He said he obtained sim- 


ilar information from George P. Miller, 
a Milwaukee attorney, who saw Miss 
Watson in 1915 and from others. 

| The attorney asserted that a Mrs. 
| Edwards, companion to Miss Watson 
|and since her death caretaker of Miss 


Watson's house in White Plains, had in- 
formed him that Fancher had removed 
j; certain papers from Miss Watson’s 
house since her death and that she, 
Mrs. Edwards, had destroyed other 
Papers. He said the caretaker refused 
to permit him to examine certain books 
in the residence. Opposing the demand 
| of the legatees that Fancher and How- 
ard E. Foster, a White Plains banker 
and also an executor, be named tempo- 
rary administrators, Gilchrist said:

| F. D. Pavey Attacks Activities Here 
| in French National Interest. 


Frank D. Pavey, member of the Coun- 
leil of Administration of the Alliance 
| Francaise of New York, has written to 
}members of the organization objecting 


j to the request of the Central Committee 
,;of the French Societies of New York 


|that it agree to take part in French 
|patriotic fétes under the Central Com- 
mittee’s control. Mr. Pavey’s letter 
says: 

“As I understand it, the Alliance 
Francaise has legally no right to be- 
come a member of an organization or 
to use part of its funds to assist an 
organization whose principal object is 
to develop French national interests. 
This would be contrary to the essential 
purpose and _ spirit of the Alliance 
Francaise. There is a sharp and clear 
difference between the societies organ- 
{ized- on behalf of French national in- 
| terests and those organized to encourage 
|social and educational work. A great 
|number of Americans who are actively 
interested in social and educational work 
of this character do not wish to assist 
lin maintaining an organization for the 
|}purpose of developing French national 
| interests. 

“IT do not believe that the French 
| Government, if it were correctly in- 
formed of American feeling, ‘would ap- 
prove of the efforts of its representa- 
tives in the French Information Office 
to impose such obligations upon Amer- 
ican citizens who are members of 
French-American organizations’ occu- 
pied with education or social work. The 
only result would be to draw a line of 
demarkation between French citizens 
and American citizens, as. always. It 
jhas been the policy of the Alliance 
| Francaise to do away with this barrier 
in everything that has to do with eds- 
|cation and social life. I do not know 
of anything which would be more sure 
|} to alienate American public opinion from 
France.’

Off second in a perfect start, the old 
fellow collared Knobbie at the turn into 
the backstretch and had the bay son of 
Wrack waving distress signals in half a 
dozen jumps. Knobbie is a good enough 
race horse so long as he is out in front, 
but he has never shown much liking for 
a drive. He quit. Thereupon Jockey 
O’Hara took King Albert over to the rail 
and put him under a steadying pull to 
await the challenge of Hephaistos. 

It came as the three horses straight- 
ened out for home. Burns took Hephais- 
tos to the outside and then made his 
run. Before the eighth pole was reached 
Hephaistos’s head was at King Albert's 
saddle girth, but in the last sixteenth the 
Vulcain horse hung, and Burns kicked 
his tired mount home the winner. 


Day of Close Finishes, 


It was a day of close finishes, begin- 
ning with the first race, where Theo Fay 
outgamed White Wash to win by a nose 
and lasting through to the final event in 
which Radiancy beat the hot favorite, 
Tiday, by a neck. 

There was a reminder of the famous 
Zev-Papyrus race of last season in the 
second contest, at a mile and seventy 
yards, for among the four starters was 
Bar Gold, Papyrus’s stable companion, 
ann dthe lead pony which he followed.so 
docilely to the wire on that memorable 
day at Belmont Park.

Beats Walker in Mile Paced 
Match as Local Bike Season 
Opens Before 9,000. 


PIAN! OUTSPEEDS GRENDA 


Captures Match In Straight Heate— 
Motor-Paced Race Called Off 
on Account of Rain. 


Alfred Goullet, all-around bicycle 
champion of America, scored the first 
victory of the season at the New York 
Velodrome last night when he defeated 
Cecil Walker of Australia, who finished 
second in the battle for the all-around 
title last season, in two straight heats of 
a one mile paced match race. 

Notwithstanding the inclement weather, 
the dark heavy clouds and the rain 
which started to fall before the meet was 
half over, 9,000 bicycle fans turned out 
for the initial meet of the season and 
judging by the ovation Goullet received 
they were well satisfied. 

Goullet rode from in front in beating 
Walker in the initial heat and held Walk- 
er off when the speedy Australian tried 
to sprint around him on the last lap. 


Walker rode from in front in the second 
heat and appeared to have the race won 
when he went into the last lap, but on 
the last turn Goullet came with a great 
burst of speed, sprinted around Walker 
and nipped him at the tape, winning the 
decision by inches. 

Orlando Piani, premier sprinter of 
Italy, outsprinted Alf Grenda of Tas- 
mania in two straight heats of a mile 
match race without pace. The second 
heat of this race was ridden in the rain 
and was marked by much jockeying. 
Piani put up his best ride ‘in this heat 
when he came from the rear on the back 
stretch of the last lap and raced around 
Grenda to beat him by more than a 
length. 

In the first heat Piani rode from the 
front after much jockeying. Three laps 
from home Grenda jumped ahead, but 
after a hard chase Piani caught him.. 
Piani then outraced him to the tape 
winning by a length. 

Reggie McNamara won the five-mile 
open professional event from a field of 
forty-five starters in one of the best 
finishes of the night. McNamara, 
Grenda, Eaton and Goullet came down 
the home stretch almost abreast. Mc- 
Namara won first place by nipping 
Grenda at the tape. Eaton was third, 
Goullet fourth, Fred Spencer fifth, and 
Willie Grimme sixth. 

It was raining hard after the five- 
mile open professional race was run off 
and the meet was held up waiting for 
the ‘rain to stop. The fans waited 
around anxiously for the motor-paced 
race to go on, but when the rain did not 
stop Referee Kramer called off the meet.

After Knockout. 


HOPES TO END CONFUSION 


‘ State Board Adopts New Resolution 
as Result of felee at John- 
son-Romero’bout. 


As the result of the confusion at the 
ringside which attended the finish of the 
recent bout between Floyd Johnson and 
Quinton Romero at Madison Square 
Garden, the State Athletic Commission ! 
yesterday adopted a resolution amending 
the rules governing bout officials 
which it is hoped will prevent any mix- 
ups of the same kind in the future. 

The resolution provides that the time- 
keeper in the future be required to ring 
the gong once at the bginning of a round 
and once at the conclusion of a round 
and at no other time. The referee is 
required to pick up the count when a 
boxer is knocked down and at the com- 
pletion of ten seconds annonuce “‘out’’ 
in a loud voice, at the same time raising 
both arms. 

Chairman George E. Brower an- 
nounced that the commission intends to 
experiment with this arrangement in 
its plan to rid boxing of the disorderly 
scenes which have occurred in the past 
when confusion attended the finish of a 
bout in which a knockout occurred. 


Confusion Cause of Assault. 


At the Johnson-Romero bout a local 

| Mewspaper man was assaulted in a mélée 
at the ringside when a group of specta- 
tors, mistaking the clanging of the gong 
denoting the end of the count as a sig- 
nal for the end of the round, rushed 
the. timekeeper and custodian of the 


bell. Under the new rule the responsi- 
bility of uainting the crowd with the 
finish of a bout which ends in a knock- 
out is placed upon the referee. 

The change Js similar to that adopted 
witli regard to the rejection of the whis- 
tle of the timekeeper when it was found 
confusing. The whistle was utilized to 
warn seconds out of the ring ten seconds | 
before the start of a round and to sig- 
nify the approach of the end of a round 
ten seconds before the bell. The shriek 
of the whistle ten seconds before the end 
of a round, however, often was misin- 
terpreted by the boxers, who ‘’ceased 
fire’’ and started to their corners until 
recalled by the referee. In some cases 
one boxer would be familiar with the ar- 
rangement and could score on a rival 
who was ignorant.

But 
when they found him condemning the 
bill root and branch, not only as a 
financial monstrosity, but as a public 
and moral outrage, they cried out in

what he believed to be true he had 
** insulted the boys,’’ and the heart of 
Congress was almost broken. 

Unfortunately for smug and easy- 
going people, the truth necessarily | 
wears at times a harsh and forbidding 
aspect. There is no way of making it 
palatable to those who are committed 
to falsehood. The President might 
have been much harsher than he was. 
He might have added to what he said} 
about the bill some remarks about the | 
members of Congress who supported 
it. It would have been easy to ar- 
raign them on many grounds. Insin- 
eerity would be one. Many Represen- 
tatives and Senators vpted for the bill 
though not believing-in it, .and hoping 
that it would finally be beaten. In 
the act, they confessed themselves 
either terrorized by the mythical 
** soldier vote,’’ or else tied up‘ by 
pledges which they rashly made long 
ago when running for office and when 
they did not know the nature of the 
bill which they were to be asked to 
approve. What do such pledges truly | 
mean? Simply that those who give| 
them are willing to place the selfish 
interest of small class above the 
well-being of the nation, and for the 
sake of a few votes to pile up a load 
ef taxation upon many citizens. 

The whole affair of the bonus has 
gunk to a low plane, both politically 
and morally. The most sordid motives 
have come into play. To shut our 
eyes to this would be foolish. And 
those who for the President have to 
deal with the situation in the Senate, 
after the House has passed the Bonus 
bill over the veto of Mr. Coo.incE, 
will be well advised to face the facts 
exactly as they are, even if they are 
ugly and repellent. Let it be frankly 
confessed that the Administration can 
have no hope of winning over enough 
Senators to uphold the veto on any 
ground of high appeal. The powerful 
arguments used by the President were 
addressed to the country. Congress 
can easily shed them like rain. There 
fis no use in going to doubtful or hesi- 
tating Senators and urging them to 
give due heed to the financial burdens 
which the bonus would impose upon 
the taxpayers, or to the incalculable 
Political and public damage certain to 
be wrought by gratuities out of the 
Treasury. All these considerations 
have been already put before the 
Senate, and have been disregarded. 
The only line of attack still open is an 
approach to Republican Senators on 
the basis of political expediency, the 
exigencies of their own party, and 
their personal interest. If a sufficient 
mumber of them are to be swayed to 
the support of the President, it can 
be done only by convincing them that 
any other course will be in the end 
harmful to themselves and outright 
madness for their party.

After long negotiations the ¢confer- 
ence between the locomotive engineers 
and ninety Western railways has 
broken up in disagreement. The com- 
panies were willing to increase wages 
to the Eastern standard, but asked 
modifications of working rules. The 
engineers refused the increase of 
wages at that price. Thus a case for 
the Railroad Labor Board is created 
at the very moment when the bill for 
its abolition is pending. Enactment of 
that bill, improbable previously, now 
ought to be impossible, as its effect 
would be to deprive the public of an 
inside view of both sides of a labor 
dispute which concerns the public even 
more than the parties. In the words 
of the Chairman of the board: “ To 
“deprive the public of this right 
“ would restore to unrestrained physi- 
“cal force the power to dominate 
“* transportation.’’ 

The proposal to abolish the Labor 
Board as a futile body is not based on 
the facts. Since its creation few 
strikes have been attempted. The 
board has decided 11,228 disputes, and 
its views have been respected in an 
overwhelming majority of cases by 
both. unions and companies. All the 
unions voted to strike against the 
board's first reduction of wages, but 
did not. The board has censured eight 
companies for resisting its orders. 


That is not the record of a weak or 
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‘unceremonious abrogation of the gen- 
tlemen’s agreement. The harm has 
been done. Should the President veto 
the bill, and it should then be passed 
over his head, the bad impréssion on 
Japan would remain. If Mr. CooLipGe 
could manage to. abrogate the gentle- 
men’s agreement thréugh diplomatic 
channels before July 1, it would be 
charged that this-had been done under 
the threat of the action of Congress. 

In other words, the California ques- 
tion has at last come to a head. It is 
the old story of appeal to national 
pride. Americans resent what they 
are pleased to call the “ interference ”’ 
of Japan in a domestic American prob- 
lem. The Japanese are indignant at 
the cursory way in which the Ameri- 
can Congress has trampled on their 
feelings and ignored their offer to set- 
tle a difficult problem through diplo- 
matic channels. There have been 
blunders on both sides, The State De- 
partment itself is not altogether free 
from blame. But it is Congress which 
has persistently resisted all efforts to 
handle the matter delicately. 

There is no use in glossing over the 
fact that this has stirred great bitter- 
ness in Japan. To be sure, the Gov- 
ernment has observed moderation of 
speech. But the press has been more 
outspoken, and the animosity toward 
the United States so freely expressed 
in editorial comments is not pleasant 
reading. ‘The Osaka Mainichi on April 
26 summed up Japanese opinion by 
saying: ‘“ We hold that the decision 
‘“‘of Congress is an insult to Japan 
‘‘and the Japanese, and that such 
‘“‘action on the part of one nation 
‘‘ toward another breaks international 
‘‘justice and disturbs peace.” The 
Tokio Nichi-Nichi went even further 
and spoke of “ taking up the gauntlet 
thrown down” by the United States. 
In another editorial it affirmed that if 
the bill is passed, ‘‘ friendly relations 
‘* with the United States are absolutely 
‘“‘ impossible,’’ and adds that ‘* even if 
“the President vetoes the bill, Jap- 
*“ anese relations will be anything but 
‘* friendly.”’ 

In looking back over the entire dis- 
pute, the saddest part of it is the fact 
that so much of it was unnecessary. 
The object sought was obtainable by 
diplomatic action. A suitable accord 
could have been arranged without 
great difficulty. But the mischief has 
now been done. Congress has had its 
way and asserted its right to em- 
barrass the Executive. It has largely 
undone the work of the Washington 
conference, and sown seeds of hatred 
in the hearts of the Japanese. 


COBURN OF KANSAS. 

Some twenty years ago a letter, sent 
from the English Manchester, bore 
this address: ‘‘To the Man Who 
“Made Kansas Famous, Kansas, 
“U.S. A.” There was no hesitation in 
the postai service. It was delivered to 
Foster DwicHt Cosurn, Secretary of 
the State Board of Agriculture from 
1894 to 1914. He died last week. Mr. 
WILLIAM ALLEN WHarrs does but ex- 
press what has been the feeling of the 
Kansas people for many years when 
he calls him the ‘‘ most useful Kansan 
of our time.’’ Among the Sunflowers, 
CoBURN was the Grand Old Man of 
Kansas, the best known, the best 
loved, citizen. He might have had the 
easy decoration of an appointment to 
the United Sthtes Senate. But he 
couldn't be induced to leave the ser- 
vice of the farmers. 

At first and for a long time they 
doubted, and even jeered. A _ hired 
man on a farm, and then a farmer on 
his own hook, he hadn't prospered; 
but just see what he did. Back in the 
*80s, a member of the Board of Re- 
gents of the State Agricultural Col- 
lege, he began to cry aloud and spare 
not for alfalfa. The speeders ‘of the 
plow — now speeding automobiles— 
laughed at the chap who was trying 
to force his newfangled notions upon 
them; who thought he knew more 
about their business than they did. 
He did know a good deal more. As 
State Secretary of: Agriculture, he 
“boomed ” indefatigably alfalfa—“ lu- 
cerne "* that was. The newspaper wits 
gibed him. _He was a crank. He wrote 
books on alfalfa. He showed the 
farmers how to grow it. “He made 
them grow it. Now, Kansas has about 
a million acres in alfalfa worth, say, 
$25,000,000. That's one of the things 
that Copurn did for Kansas in his 
nearly fifty years of devotion. 

He was the first Kansan to —

ficial existence in Kansas. The word 
Was never used in CoBuRN’s reports. 
Such is the force of suggestion. Once 
Copurn fell like a thousand of brick 
on “Tama Jim ’’ WILSON, so long 
Secretary of Agriculture at Washing-~ 
ton, for including Kansas in the “ arid 
desert.”” ‘‘ Tama Jim ” had to explain 
and apologize. 

CoBURN was an implacable writer as 
well as worker. His hopefulness, per- 
suasiveness, humor, knowledge, made 
his books engaging. ‘‘ The Helpful 
Hen,’’ ‘‘ The Hog and His Habitat,’’ 
“The Horse Useful,” “ The Oorn 
Book,’’ “The Beef Steer and His 
Sister ’"—the very names are more 
fascinating and more filling than 
a whole library of the novels of our 
best “‘ circulationists.” The politicians 
were so scared by his popularity that 
the Legislature once refused to make 
an appropriation for the postage on 
his reports. “ He’s advertising him- 
self; he’s a candidate for office,’’ said 
the politicasters. He was a successful 
candidate for the respect and affection 
of the Kansas people; and his long 
labor outweighs immeasurably the 
achievements of a thousand politicians. 

SECRETARY HUGHES’S SPEECH. 

The Secretary of State, in receiving 
the gold medal of the National Insti- 
tute of Social Sciences, made an ad- 
dress not merely on the state of the 
nation, but on its relation to the rest 
of the world. Nationally, he thinks 
that the results of governmental ef- 
fort are not commensurate with the 
most unceasing political activity ever 
known. This is not due to want of 
probity. The shortcoming is in the 
efficiency of our governmental ma- 
chinery. Mr. HuaGues takes his il- 
lustration from the field with which 
he is most familiar, that of justice. 
Criminal processes are dilatory, juries 
are indulgent, Judges are lenient, and 
public opinion is too readily turned 
from sympathy with the enforcement 
of the law into sympathy for the 
pursued. The number of murders and 
robberies in America as compared 
with those in England and France is 
shocking. 

Nevertheless, Mr. HucHEs’s view is 
not so despondent as that to which 
President BUTLER was giving utter- 
ance almost at the same moment. 
Both seemed to think that the nation 
might get on better without Con- 
gressional assistance. For Congress 
seems bent upon the policy of drying 
up the sources of prosperity by plans 
of taxation which discourage enter- 
prise. But the remedy, Mr. HucHes 
insists, is not in repression, not in 
railing at the processes of democracy. 
The solution must be worked out 
through democratic methods. Un- 
happily, democracy has to learn its 
lessons in this dear school of ex- 
perience. 

When Secretary HucueEs looks round 
the earth he is cheered by the good- 
will which everywhere shows itself to- 
ward the United States. “ All depends,”’ 
said the Secretary, “on making the 
“ cultivation of friendships a distinc- 
“tively American policy to be fur- 
“thered by the demonstration of our 
“sense of justice and by the respect 
“‘we show for the feelings of others. 
“*¢ * * There is only one avenue to 
“ peace.’’ Congress has made a trav- 
esty of this. The World Federation 
of Education Associations has asked 
that tomorrow be obseryed as a 
“ World Good-Will Day.’’ Congress 
has turned ft into a duy of ill-will, in 
one part of the world at least. 


SOCIALISTS IN THEORY AND IN 
FACT. 

In Western Europe as a whole, po- 
litical socialism has not fared badly 
in the last six months. A _ Labor- 
Socialist Government is in power in 
Great Britain. In France last Sun- 
day there were elected 140 Socialists, 
Unified and Independent, in a Cham- 
ber of 584 members. Of Italy we 
cannot speak, because the party sys- 
tem is there in abeyance and the re- 
cent elections were not free in the 
ordinary sense. The German Social- 
ists were hard hit a fortnight ago. 
But their losses were not so heavy as 
was expected. The German Socialists 
had to contend with the effects of the 
Ruhr occupation, with the growing 
arrogance of the monarchists, with 
unemployment, and, chief of all, with 
the gradual disappearance of the 
eight-hour work day. Under the cir- 
cumstances a reduction in the Social- 
ist membership of the Reichstag from 
172 to a little more than 100 was far 
from a catastrophe. 

If the Socialist movement as such 
has maintained itself, Socialist theory 
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has beam notably modified and Social- 
ist practice stil) more so, Its revolu- 
tionary elements have in part been 
educated, and in part have moved 
over into the Communist camp. The 
Socialgsts are today among the sever- 
est cHitics of Communist theory and 
policw tn Russia. If RaMsary Mac- 
DonaLp has recognized the Soviet 
Government, aud the incoming French 
Cabimet may proceed to do, so, the 
reasons are entirely tactical. Mr. 
MACDONALD, JEAN LONGUET and the 
German Socialists have been assailed 
by ‘Moscow quite as bitterly as Porn- 
CARR. They all come under the fa- 
vortte Moscow classification of “ lack- 
eys of the bourgeoisie.” 

Socialist political programs have 
been moderate. The German Socialists 
put aside party doctrine in order to 
work faithfully for national recon- 
struction. The MacDonald record is 
familiar. In the forefront of the 
French demands are those for the 
‘nationalization of the railways and a 
capital levy. Even in respect to them 
we may look forward to developments 
simila? to those in England, where 
nationalization and capital levy have 
quietly gone into the discard. 

Two factors have contributed to the 
education of Western European s0- 
cialismi. The principal lesson has come 
from Russia. Responsible Socialist 
leaders are convinced that any imita- 
tion of the Russian ‘‘ experiment ”’ 
means ruin for “ proletarian’’ and 
“ capitalist ’’ alike. The second lesson 
has come from many places in West- 
ern Europe. Wherever the Commu- 
nist doctrine has been applied, the re- 
sult has been a loss not only for 
socialism, but for the elementals of 
democracy. Bavaria and Hungary, 
where communism momentarily had 
its fling, and Italy, which escaped 
communism by a squeak, are centres 


of reaction today.

—against himself, and that anybody can 
refuse—in court—to answer any ques- 
tion on the ground that to do so would 
tend to incriminate or degrade him, it is 
certainly strange how firmly most peo- 
ple in the English-speaking countries be- 
lieve in these rules. They do more than 
believe in them—they regard them as a 
part of essential rightness, a part of the 
very nature of things, and nothing less 
than sacred. 

Therefore it must have been a shock 
to many when they read in the speech 
delivered by Secretary Hucues before 
the National Institute of Social Sciences 
that he, a lawyer eminent among emi- 
nent lawyers, and a notable defender of 
human rights, natural and legal, ex- 
pressed serious doubt as to the present 
need of safeguarding the privileges in 
question, and something like a strong 
conviction that the administration of 
justice would be advanced if those 
privileges were abrogated. 

He is not the first eminent lawyer to 
fee] and state the same opinions, but, 
coming from him, they will attract more 
attention than before. 

Whoever gives a little thought to the 
matter will réalize that, not many cen- 
turies ago, both Church and State sys- 
tematically sought to force self-incrim- 
ination from persons suspected or ac- 
cused of crimes, and both used torture 
freely to get confessions of guilt. It was 
only when faith waned in the necessary 
truthfulness of confessions so extorted 
that the habit of making men testify. 
against themselves if it was possible to 
do so was slowly abandoned, with the 
other habit of using torture, which was 
its logical companion. 

Of course, Secretary HucH#s does not 
propose the revival of torture, or trust 
in the sort of evidence it produces; his 
desire is merely, or little more than, that 
in courts 2s out of them a reasonable 
deduction shall be drawn from refusal 
by a defendant to answer pertinent ques- 
tions about his acts. 


Even Lawyers 


Horror at the 
thought of asking 
a witness for testi- 
mony that might 
incriminate him is 
even today far from being world-wide.. 
There is nothing instinctive about it, for 
it is not found anywhere except where 
English common law is the basis of legal 
procedure. The French, for instance, 
see nothing wrong in expecting a de- 
fendant to defend himself if he can. If 
he made the plea, so familiar here, of 
self-incrimination, as am excuse or rea- 
son for failure to answer questions 
asked, they hold that to be in itself 
self-incrimination. That is true wher- 
ever the Code Napoleon still controls or 
influences court procedure, and in many 
other countries besides. 

Furthermore, the privilege of silence 
under suspicion, with no adverse deduc- 
tions drawn therefrom, does not prevail, 
either in England or here, so far as re- 
gards the ordinary conduct of life in 
‘homes, shops and the streets. When 
we suspect somebody of wrong-doing, 
we tell him of it and ask, ‘‘Well, what 
have you to say for yourself?’ and if 
there is no reply, or an unconvincing 
one, the so-called presumption of inno- 
cence nearly or quite disappears, and 
something very much like a presumption 
of guilt takes its place. y 

We take for granted that if a man can 
prove his innocence of any charge he 
will do it, and that if he does not it is 
because he cannot—in other words, be- 
cause he is guilty. 

We are not ready yet to have this 
method of trial transferred to the courts, 
but just why we are not it would be 
hard to explain, unless it is due to a 
survival in our minds of the deeply in- 
grained fear of torture as a means of 
eliciting confessions as likely to be false 
as true.

certain particularly sensitive persons 
have of knowing through their peculiar 
physical and mental sensations that an 
earthquake is due, He has heard of, or 
had personal experience with, such per- 
sons, he writes.. Perhaps he has, and 
certainly it would be rash to deny the 
possibility of prophecy like that. Such 
prophets must' be rare, however, and 
therefore the endangered populations 
probably have their one best bet in 
Professor CasE.Li’s invéntion—if it works 
as well as he says it does.

CARE OF NEW YORK PARKS. 


Commissioner Gallatin Replies to 
Some Recent Criticisms. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I noticed in your paper of May 13 
some remarks by Mrs. C. H. Wilmer- 
ding. She asks: Why cannot Central 
Park be kept out of politics? I can 
assure her that politics in no way in- 
fluence the management of Central 
Park. She also states that the trees 
are dying. This is well known and has 
beerl remarked by every one; it has 
even been noted by me, the poor Park 
Commissioner. I might also add that, 
as an old resident of New York, I no- 
ticed that trees died even under the 
reform administration. We have planted 
many trees in Central Park, but have 
been unable to keep up with the mor- 
tality due to adverse soil and atmos- 
pheric conditions. 

Mrs. Wilmerding also states that the 
grass is worn and yellow. Certainly 
the Park Department does not wear out 
the grass. The grass is worn out by 
the public who will not keep off the 
lawns. 

She also asks what is done with the 
money which is supposed to be spent on 
the upkeep of Central Park. This 
money is spent on the upkeep of Cen- 
tral Park. Our men work hard, but it 
is impossible for them to keep: up with 
the depredations committed by the pub- 
lic. Flowers are pulled up by their 
roots; “branches of flowering trees and 
shrubs are broken off. The police are 
doing their best, but it is’ impossible 
for them to prevent vandalism. - 

The park is littered. This is true, but 
it is littered by the public. It is 
thoroughly cleaned every morning. 

Probably Mrs. Wilmerding answers 
her own remark by her questions: 
“What is the matter with New York? 
anyway? Why are its parks so bad? 
Why is there not the same public senti- 
ment here which maintains the parks 
in fine condition in Chicago?” 

I have'noticed also an attack by Mr. 
Roulstone on the Borough President 
on account of the new entrance to Cen- 
tral Park at Sixth Avenue and Fifty- 
ninth Street. Why the attack is made 
on Mr. Miller instead of the Park Com- 
missioner I cannot understand. Mr. 
Miller obtained the money from the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
it is true, but the plans were prepared 
and the contracts executed and the work 
done under the direction of the Park 
Department. I assume all’ responsi- 
bility for it. On account of the great 
congestion at Fifth Avenue, it was im- 
perative to have a new entrance to 
Central Park at this point.

Protests Against German Relief. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Having just returned from a tour through 
the Riviera, Italy, and Egypt, I wish to 
present certain facts, through your paper, 
in opposition to efforts being made to collect 
funds for so-called German suffering chil- 
dren. In every country v'sited the majority 
of travelers were well-to-do Germans. They 
fill the hotels, occupying the most expensive 
suites; they consume the most expensive 
foods, and drink the most expensive wines. 
The women wear expensive jewels. With 
their pre-war arrogance they ostentatiously 
annoy fellow-travelers, showing no con- 
sideration for the rights of others, and no 
ordinary courtesy. 

It is known that 180,000 Germans have 
obtained Italian visas for purposes of 
pleasure travel during the past Winter. 

Those who have traveled extensively in 
Germany affirm that now there is no more 
evidence of distress or malnutrition than 
can be seen in the slums of New York 
or Chicago or London. 

The Paris Herald, Tribune and Daily Mall 
have constantly published letters from 
travelers, American and English, calling 
attention to these facts. Since my return 
I have seen no statements in our papers 
to this effect. The plea before the Senate 


for an appropriation of $10,000,000 for 
suffering rman children should not be 
allowed to pass without a protest from 
those who know the facts. The Germans 
are amply able to provide for any distress, 
if such exists.

Let me express to yow my appreciation 
for the attitude taken in THz New 
Yorx Times editorial upon the address 
of Professor Morize before the club- 
women of New Jersey. No words are too 
strong to condemn any attempt to turn 
an amusing, frank and useful speech 
into a source of resentment and offense. 
Professor Morize is not, as your com- 
ment assumes, an exchange professor 
at Harvard, but a member of the perma- 
nent staff, who has been in this cotn- 
try for some years. With only one pos- 
sible exception, he is the professor who, 
in the regular exercise of his duties, has 
done more than any other to unite our 
two countries. Socially and profession- 
ally he is liked and admired by all those 
who know him. As a lecturer he is in 
constant demand from, one end of this 
country to the other, the elevation of his 
thought and the grace of his manner be- 
ing such that he was recently invited to 
give the commencement address at a 
prominent school in the near West. 

He has been equally successful as a 
professor. For the sake of his students 
he has, for instance, published a prac- 
tical and most scholarly ‘‘Principles and 
Methods of Literary History,’’ a book 
which will do much to heal one of the 
sickest spots in our university research ; 
for the sake of his colleagues in the pro- 
fession he keeps always accessible a 
very complete set of bibliographical 
cards, on which he has been at work two 
days a week for years. It would be hard 
to find a more admirable case of profes- 
sional generosity than that of this in- 
vestigator, who left for whole days on 
one of the tables at a recent annual 
meeting of the Modern Language Asso- 
ciation the numerous cases of this bib- 
liography. A dozen or more professors, 
investigators like himself, availed them- 
selves of this opportunity to profit by 
his’ work, yet Professor Morize did not 
even stand by his cases to learn’ the 
identity of these professors or receive 
their thanks.

CARE OF MENTAL DISEASES. 


Dr. Collins Says New York Has a 
Hospital for This Purpose. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I read in this morning’s issue of your 
paper that New York is to have a new 
hospital for the treatment of incipéent 
mental diseases. The community is to 
be congratulated. The need for such 
hospitals is great and urgent. So long 
as the Ku Klux K]Jan thrives and the 
reformer flourishes we cannot have too 
many of them. Even though a special 
Providence should rid us of those social 
and political excrescences that are de- 
forming and devitalizing us, we need 
hospitals to which the potential luna- 
tic may go to have his reason safe- 
guarded, the obsessed to have his con- 
fession heard, the aboulic to get stimu- 
lation and encouragement, the confused 
to be oriented and enlightened, the mis- 
fit to be replanned and remolded so 
far as science can do so. 

J. C. Brownstone, President of the 
contemplated Neuropathic Hospital, so- 
licits your support and the sympathy 
of the public for the undertaking of his 
Board of Directors. It merits both. The 
fact that Mr. Brownstone’s appeal is 
saturated with statements at variance 
with fact does not make it less meri- 
torious. Possibly it makes it more so. 

I call your attention to the following 
misstatements in his letter to you: 

1.—‘‘New York City will soon have a 
new kind of a hospital, for the care 
and treatment of persons suffering from 
incipient mental and nervous disorders.’’

Prices of Tobacco. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your esteemed paper of May 2, under 
the caption “Will Seek to End Boycott,’’ 
appears an interview with James G. Stone 
of Lexington, Ky., a member of a party 
composed of Judge Robert W. Bingham of 
Louisville, Ky.; Oliver J, Sands of Rich- | 
mond, Va.; Tucker C. Watkins of South 
Boston, Va., and Aaron Sapiro of California, 
officials of the Tobacco Growers’ Association, 
now en route abroad. In this interview you 
quote Mr, Stone as saying, ‘“‘As a result of 
the cooperative system the growers [tobacco] 
this year would receive 25 or 26 cents a 
pound for their crop, as against 7 cents in 
1908 and 12% cents in 1919, yet the retail 
price of chewing and smoking tobacco is 
lower now than ever.’’ 

Mr, Stone, although the head of the Bur- 
ley Tobacco Growers’ Association, is evi- 
dently not well posted as to prices of tobacco 
before the organization of the Cooperative 
Tobacco Marketing Association, for, as a 
matter of fact, which can be corroborated 
by the Agricultural Department, the prices 
obtained by the farmers for their tobacco 
in 1919 were not, as Mr. Stone states, 12% 
cents, but as foRows:

SEES NEW YORK IN PERIL 


Mayor Declares City May Find It- 
self Without Any Control of- 
its Waterfront.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—A _ spirited 
attack on the bill authorizing the Sec- 
retary of War to dispose of the Hoboken 
shore line to the Port of New York Au- 
thority is made by Mayor Hylan in a 
letter received today by Representative 
Kindred. The bill was introduced by 
Senator Wadsworth and has passed the 
Senate. It was offered in the House by 
Representative Mills and was reported 
favorably today by the Military Affairs 
Committee. ; 

Mayor Hylan charges that enactment 
of. the bill would be the “entering 
wedge of the Port Authority for the 
spoliation of all property in the Port 
of New York District." He charges 
that railroads and financial groups are 
in thorough accord with the plans of 
the Port Authority to acquire the Ho- 
boken shore line. He refers to the Port 
Authority as a ‘“super-government” 
dominated by a New Jersey Chairman, 

Mayor Hylan’s letter, which was filed 
with the House as a petition by Mr. 
Kindred, follows: ° 


City of New York, 
Office of the Mayor.

My dear Congressman: 
H. R. 7014, a bill ‘to permit the

should be defeated. ® 

The Port of New York Authority _ 
consists of three members from New 
Jersey and three members from New 
York, the entire body being dominated 
by a New Jersey Chairman. The City 
of New York has no official represen- 
tation on the Port Authority.- It 
asked for such representation, but this 
was denied. 

The Port Authority has no prop- 
erty of its own. Nor has it any 
money. It schemes to get both prop- 
erty and money, as it schemed its way, 
into existence. 


Points te “Drastic Powers.” 


By recent legislative enactment of 
the State of New York, chapter 623 
of the Laws of 1924, the Port Authority 
has been granted drastic powers. 
Through coercion this super-govern- 
ment may force the officials of tire 
City of New York to agree to any 
plan of harbor development, regard 
less of the wishes of such officials v 
the people of the City of New York. 

The control over the harbor, water- 
front, docks, ferries, railroads an-!. 
marginal streets has been practicall; 


swept into the possession of the Port 
Authority. The ownershi of th: 
waterfront of this city, which has been 
vested in the City of New York in 
charters for at least 260 years, is now 
to pass into alien hands. The greatesi 

contributing factor to New York’s 
greatness—its waterfront—is to be 
wrenched from, it; and New York 

City may’ yet be forced to take it: 
place alongside the other cities of th: 
United States where the waterfron: 
has passed into private hands. 

_ The railroads and financial group: 
are in thorough accord with the plan« 
of the Port Authority. Along the New- 
ark Bay, the Hackensack and the Pas- 
saic Rivers of New Jersey there are, 
many flats and meadows owned by 
these groups which are to be developed 
at the expense principally of the peo- 
ple of the City of New York. he 
Jersey shore is to have an unheard of 
development, and toward this consum- 
mation the money and the property af 
the people of the whole City of New 
York and a portion of the State of New 
York are to be taken. 

Many millions of dollars will be fe- 
quired for the proposed port develop- 
ment of the Port Authority. It has 
been conservatively placed at $300,- 
000,000. With a Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment of the City of New 
York committed to the development of 
the port as it should be developed-- 
in the interests of the people—the Port 
Authority has been unable to effect 
the purpose of its creation. Recent, 
State legislation now makes it possi- 
ble for the Port Authority to proceed 
without the consent of the officials 
of the City of New York. 


Says Any Property May Be Seized. 


The Port Authority may lay hold of 
any public ‘or privete property which 
it feels is needed in its private plan of 
port development. It may issue tax- 
exempt securities to an almost unlim- 
ited extent without regard to consti- 
tutional limitations on borrowing ca- 
pacity. As collateral for these secur- 
ities it may offer New Yorx City’s 
$100,000,000 port investment, including 
the $35,000,000 pier development in 


Staten Island, and representing the 
greatest single port development in 
this country, and the $300,000,000 tran- 
sit investment, as well as anything 
else the Port Authority chooses to 
seize and hypothecate. 

The Port Authority’s purpose is to 
mortgage public and private property. 
With the money thus raised it can pro- 
ceed with the development of locali- 
ties outside of the ye &... New York.* 
If any of the Port Authority ventures 
fail, the holders of its securities may 
foreclose upon the public or private 
property of New York City and leave 
the people penniless. « 

We do not want the Port Authority 
in the City of New York. We never: 
did want it. It was imposed upon us 
against our will by a State Legisla- 
ture. We have a pian of port develop- 
ment more comprehensive and far su- 
perior to the plan advanced by the 
Port Authority. For more than three 
centuries the City of New York has 
worked wonders with its own water- 
front. It neither asked nor accepted. 
suggestions of outside agencies. 

We ask, in the name of justice to 
six million people of the City of New 
York, that H. R. 7014 be defeated, be- 
cause it is the entering wedge of the 
Port Authority for the spoliation of ali 
property in the Port of New York dis- 
trict.

P. E. N. TO CONVENE 
NEXT YEAR IN PARIS 


Wil Be Third International Meet- 
ing of Novelists, Poets and 
Playwrights. 


At the invitation of the French branch 
of P. E. N., extended through Jules Ro- 
maine, its delegate to the second ‘inter- 
national convention now being held: in 
New York, the third international 
gathering of the association of play- 
wrights, poets, editors, essayists and 
novelists will be held next year in Paris. 
The invitation was accepted at yester- 
day’s meeting of the council of foreign 
and American delegates. 

The general purposes of the organiza- 
tion were restated as the result of a 
proposal introduced by Sefior Castro, the 


| Spanish delegate, who urged the P. E. 
| N. clubs of the world to act as a medium 


of intercourse, the whole to be a ‘‘co- 
operative international medium for the 
propagation of the most important ele- 
ments in literature.” Each P. we 
centre, he said, should contain repre- 
sentatives from both the radical and 
conservative wings of its national litera- 
ture. He praised the, work of his coun- 
tryman Unamuno, who has been re- 
ported exiled to the Canary Isles by the 
Spanish Government for his writings, 
Azorin and Ayala, and deplored the fact 
that Americans seemed to know only 
Blasco Ibafiez, whom Sefior Castro called 
artistically inferior. 

A message from the P. E, N. centre 
of Austria, signed by Arthur Schnitzler, 
the dramatist, as its President, re- 
quested the International Convention to 
take some action to protect the rights 
of Austrian authors whose works are 
reprinted or translated outside of their 
own country without authorization, by 
legal prosecution or by a blacklist. 

The inauguration of a magazine by 
the Mexican branch of P. E. N. was 
announced at the meeting by the Mexi- 
can representative, Octavio Bareda. Mr. 
Bareda said that the Mexican P. E. N. 
is strongly supported by the Obregon 
Government, some of whose officials, 
including the Minister of Education and 
the Under Secretary of State, are 
writers and members of the group. The 
Mexican Government will subsidize the 
magazine, which is as yet unnamed, 
and also a project of the Mexican P. E. 
N. to publish translations of twenty 
leading American books, which will be 
selected next week with the help of 
the American centre. The delegates at 
the meeting determined to allow the new 
magazine to reprint free of charge for 
a period of one year any articles they 
might write for periodicals at home; 
and it will be suggested to all other 
branches of the P. E. N. that they 
take similar action. 

Most of the visiting authors will spend 
the week-end in and about New York. 
The program of the convention con- 
cludes with a theatre party Friday 
evening.

DENIES SOME PARIS RUMORS 


Declares Story That Pair Had to 
Dance in Cabarets to Earn @ 
Living Is Untrue. 


Genial but reticent on the most Im- 
portant point in the immediate domestic 
situation, Colonel Henry H. Rogers ar- 
rived at 10:30 last night on the French 
liner France with his daughter, the 
Countess Salm von Hoogstraeten. The 
Count, as every one knows, was not 
along, and Colonel Rogers, while mani- 
feasting evident satisfaction in things as 
they are, refused to say whether or not 
the Count and the Countess were sep- 
arated forever. 

The Colonel would say little, beydnd 
denying such reports ag that the Count 
and his daughter had been reduced to 
such financial straits that they were 
forced to dance in Parts cabarets and 
that the Countess was expecting to he 
a mother. 

When the Framce was warped into her 
berth at West Seventeenth Street, Colo- 
nel Rogers, his valet and the maid of 
Countess Salm went directly to that 
part of the pier marked “R,”’ for con- 
venience in inspecting baggage of pas- 
séngers whose names begin with that 
letter. In ten minutes they were fol- 
lowed by the Countess. She did not go 
to the “R”’ division, but to the division 
marked “‘A,”” some distance away, 

The Countess was joined there by her 
father. He carried on his arm her 
sealskin coat. It caught the eye of a 
customs inspector, who desired to make 
sure that the article had been duly de- 
clared. Colonel Rogers, to expedite 
matters, hurried back to the R division 
and left the coat with his employes to 


be passed on by the customs men. 
Countess Salm, when surrounded by 
newspapermen, laughingly declined to 
answer their questions. To all she said: 
“T have nothing to say."* 
She looked very girlish. The Countess

fitting black hat, with a white feather.

They hurried from the 
pier and got into an automobile, in 
which they drove to the Ritz. 

If the Colonel himself refused to en- 
lighten the mystery that surrounds the 
status of things between the Count and 
the Countess, gossip among those who 
returned on the ship with father and 
daughter was less reticent. The accept- 
ed version was that while the Colonel 
actually sailed, as he said, for the sole 
purpose of putting his son in an Oxford 
preparatory school, he and his daughter 
chanced to meet in Paris at that pre- 
cise “psychological moment’’ that en- 
abled the father to reclaim the daughter.

PARENTS OF LINCOLN 
HONORED BY MONUMENT 


Letter by Coolidge Praising Hum- 
ble Citizens Read at Illinois 


Dedication. 


JANESVILLE, Ill., May 16.—Thomas 
Lincoln, father of President Lincoln, 
was not a great man, but he was a good 
neighbor, honest, sober, religious, truth- 
ful and paid his taxes, said Dr. W. E. 
Barton of Oak ‘Park, here today. He is 
an authority on Lincoln, whose family 
history he traced in an address at the 
dedication of a monument to Thomas 
Lincoln and Sarah Bush Lincoln, step- 
mother of the emancipator. 

A letter from President Coolidge was 
read at the ceremony, held under the 
auspices of the Lions Club of Illinois. 
Frank O. Lowden, former Governor of 
Illinois, also spoke. 

Thomas Lincoln and Sarah Bush Lin- 
coln are buried in the old Shiloh Ceme- 
tery, three and one-half miles from their 
home at Goose Nest Prairie, near Farm- 
ington. Thomas's grave was formerly 
marked by a monument, but it had been 
badly chipped and defaced. His wife's 
grave, adjoining, had “never been 
marked. 

“The world's debt to Abraham Lin- 
coln’s mother, Naacy Hanks Lincoln,”’ 
wrote President Coolidge, “thas already 
been acknowledged in the appropriate 
monument standing in the midst of a 
beautiful park es lished and main- 
tained by Indiana. It is fitting that a 
similar expression of gratitude should 
now be erected in honor of his second 
mother, Sarah Lincoln, and of his fa- 
ther, Thomas Lincoln. Humble as these 
two people were, their virtues are those 
which constitute the basis of our Amer- 
ican institutions. They were honest, 
sober, virtuous and kind of heart. The 
education which they lacked they en- 
couraged their son to secure and were 
proud when he rose to a position which 
they could never themselves have at- 
tained. This is the spirit of true parent- 
hood, sacrificial devoted and sincere. 

“This. stone is a tribute also to the 
vast company of humble men and wo- 
men of whom thé Lincoln family may 
be considered representative. Theirs 
were the courage and the endurance of 
the pioneer; theirs were the aspiration 
and the vision of better things to come 
which have carried American civiliza- 
tion across the mountains and to the 
further ocean, 

‘America’s hope is in the stability and 
purity of its home life. This monument 
commemorates not simply the individu- 
als above whose dust it is erected but 
the home which they established and 
maintained. That home, lacking though 
it was in all our present luxuries and in 
many of our comforts, was adequate for 
the development of character; it gave to 
the world Abraham Lincoln.” .

REVEAL ALLEGED PLOT 
TO KILL COL. FORBES 


Philadelphia Police Hold an 
Italian Said to Have Accused 
E. H. Mortimer.

PHILADELPHIA, May 16.—Police to- 
night were holding Caesar Tata of this 
city pending investigation of his alleged 
statements to Mrs. Elias H. Mortimer, 
wife of a Government investigation wit- 
ness, that her husband and others had 
asked him to hire men to kill Colonel 
Charles R. Forbes, former head of the 
Veterans’ Bureau. , 

Tata, when locked up on a minor tech- 
nical charge, denied Mrs. Mortimer’s 
version of his statements, declaring she 
had placed a wrong construction on his 
words. 

His arrest came after police, concealed 
behind a partly opened door in the home 
of Mrs. Mortimer’s mother, listened to 
his statements to Mrs. Mortimer. Mrs. 
Mortimer, who its suing her husband for 
divorce, informed the authorities that 
shortly after her return from Washing- 
ton today she had received a telephone 
call asking her to meet Tata in a@ rail- 
way station. She refused, but persuaded 
him to come to her mother’s house, 
meanwhile notifying the police. 

He was sald to have insisted on being 
alone with Mrs. Mortimer before con- 
senting to talk. 

“I read about your case in the news- 
papers,’ he was said to have stated, 
“and wanted to tell you all I know. 
first knew Condina (one of the men in 
the Veterans’ Bureau investigation) and 
through him met Mortimer. It was*on 
Qct. 13, 1922. We were in a restaurant 
at Efghth and Christian Streets (Phil- 
adelphia). Condina, Mortimer, Fletcher 
(sald to be another man in the investi- 
gation) and a fourth elderly-looking 
man, whose name I didn’t get, were 
there. 

“They ‘offered me money to hire men 
to do away with Forbes, and they said 
I should get as many men as I needed 
and pay any price for their services.’’ 

“You mean they wanted to get some 
one to murder Colonel Forbes?’’ Mrs. 
Mortimer asked. 

“Well, ” Tata was said to have 
replied. “I led them along. They 
couldn't fool me into hep ng them 
al . I refused the offer finally. 
“They talked about liquor deals and 
about parties held in Washington where 
the bootleggers and prohibition agents 
dined — at one party. They said 
& prohibition officia) of national promi- 
nence was present, and they spoke of a 
Philadelphia agent they had ‘fixed.’ 

“Mortimer said he was going to be the 
next prohibition enforcement chief in 
mm 

“T couldn't see how a man who was 
interested in liquor deals could also be 
an enforcement agent. If that would 
happen, ‘why anybody could break the 
law. We had three other meetings, all 
in a Broad Street hotel. The last one 
was on the night of the Army-Navy 
football game in this city, and Mortimer 
was drunk. Our negotiations came to 
an end that night.’’ 

Tata, in response to questions, indi- 
cated, the authorities said, that Condina 
had disagreed with him on some money 
deals, and added that he had “talked 
to several men around the restaurant 
about the plot, but I never had any in- 
tention of doing anything." 

When questioned by tne police after

DOGS KILL A ZOO DEER. 


Paterson Park Superintendent 
Shoots Two of the Intruders.

PATERSON, N. J., May 16.—Aroused 
by the barking of dogs and a racket 
in the deer pen, Superintendent Robert 
Crowe of the ast Side Park rushed 
from his home at dawn this morning 
with a shotgun. He opened fire on three 
large police dogs and a mongrel which 
were chasing dees around in a circle in 
the enclosure, which is 200 feet across. 

One deer had been torn to pieces, An- 
other had been cornered and bitten, but 
had leaped out of danger and was cir- 
cling the pen again at the head of the 
pack, when Crowe arrived. Four other 
deer were trembling inside a paddock. 

Crowe shot at one police dog. A sec- 
ond abandoned the deer and charged on 
Crowe, but fell loaded with buckshot. 
Another charge killed the black and 
white mongrel. Two of the police dogs 
escaped. 

Just how the dogs entered the pen 
is a mystery. The keepers asserted that 
the doors were locked and that there 
were no holes in the fence. The wire is 
eleven feet high. The theory was ad- 
vanced that the dogs had leaped over 
this. It was said that eleven feet was 
no leap for a well-trained police dog.

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EMANUEL REICHER 
I} DEAD IN BERLIN 


Actor and Producer Noted for 
His Staging of Ibsen and 
Hauptmann Plays. 


WON ACCLAIM’ HERE ALSO 


Frank and Hedwig Reicher, Weil 
Known in This Country, Are 
Hie Children. 


BERLIN, May 16.—Emanuel Reicher, 
veteran German actor, died here last 
night. He was 75 years old. Herr 
Reicher, who was well known for his 
masterful performances in the dramas of 
Ibsen, Strindberg, Hauptmann and 
Liliencroh, was regarded as having 
blazed the way for the naturalistic type 
of play. 


Emanuel Reicher bore a high reputa- 


tion not only in Germany but in this. 


country as an actor, producer and as an 
idealist In the theatre. He was one of 
the leaders of the modern stage in Ger- 
many, one of the first interpreters in 
Berlin of Ibsen and Hauptmann, and as 
chief actor and stage director of the 
Frete Buhne he helped to break down 
the conventional rules of the old school 
of dramatic technique. 

In 1915, tn this city, he launched an 
ambitious pro having the highest 
aims, an 0 zation called the People’s 
Theatre, designed as a wholly free the- 
atrical undertaking, catcring particularly 
to the masses of wage earners, not by 
sensational programs, but by specially 
distributed tickets of low cost. Mr. 
Reicher. tn accordance with this plan, 
leased the Garden Theatre for a season 
and gave several plays there, receiving 
unstinted praise for his artistry as a 
producer, 

Since 1915 Mr. Reicher was for a 
time general director of the Theatre 
Guild, where he won more laurels, par- 
ticularly for his production of ‘Jane 
Clegg.”"* pronounced by John D. Wil- 
Hams “the most perfect illustration in 
our generation of the kind of theatre 
we get when the stage, as a lens, is 
revealingly focused on life,”’ instead of 
life being twisted about in the limits of 
the theatre. Mr. Reicher also directed 
several plays for the Jewish Art The- 
atre. 


RETAIL FOOD PRICES DOWN. 


Reports for April Show Average De- 
cline of 2 Per Cent. 


(WASHINGTON, May 16.—An: average 
decline of 2 per cent. in retail food 
prices in the United States during the 
month ending April 15 was reported to- 
day by the Labor Department’s Bureau 
of Statistics. The trend of wholesale 
commodity prices also continued down- 
ward during the month, the bureau’s 
weighted index number, including 404 
commodities, declining to 148 as com- 
pared with 150 for the month before. 

Decreases in retail food prices in fifty- 
one of the fifty-two cities for which 
figures were reported ranged from 5 per 
cent. at Buffalo, Minneapolis, New Or- 
leans, Providence and Scranton to less 
than 1 per cent. at Atlanta, Los An- 
geles, Portland (Ore.) and Salt Lake 
City. For the year ending April 15 
the average decrease was given as 1 per 
cent. 

Decreases in foodstuffs and metals 
were chiefly responsible for the average 
drop in wholesale commodity pricas 
during the month. Smaller decreases 
were reported in the groups of cloths 
and clothing, fuel and lighting and 
chemicals and drugs. 

Farm products, on the other hand, 
showed an increase, due to advances 
in cattle, hogs, sheep, poultry, cotton, 
hay, potatoes and peanuts. No change 
was reported in building materials, 
house furnishing goods and miscel- 
laneous commodities. 

The general commodity price level for 
April was nearly 7 per cent. lower than 
in the same month last year.

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METHODISTS REFUSE 
TO REDUCE BISHOPS 


General Conference Votes by 
Narrow Majority to Retain 
the Present Number. 


DEBATE LONG AND HEATED 


Dr. Downey, Chairman of Epis- 
copacy Committee, Shakes 
His Fist at Opponent. 


TO ELECT BISHOPS MONDAY 


Minority Report to Be Presented 


Against Proposed ‘‘Peace-at- 
Any-Price” Resolutions.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., May 16.—The 
General Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church defeated today an ef- 
fort to decrease the number of active 
bishops of the church, This action fol- 
lowed nearly three hours of stormy de- 
bate, in which the Rev. Dr. David G. 
Downey of New York, Chairman of the 
Committee on the Episcopacy, took the 
lead in fighting the proposal, and be- 
¢ame so earnest that at one time he 
a@hook his fist at one of the opponents. 

The Episcopacy Committee presented a 
report providing for the next quadren- 
nium twenty-one Episcopal residences in 
the United States and fifteen in foreign 
lands. The report transferring the Epis- 
copai residence of Liberia to Covington, 
Ky., where Bishop Matthew A. Clair, a 
negro, is to reside, making occasional 
visits to Liberia. 

The committee merged the St. Louis 
and Wichita areas, placing the Hpisco- 
pel residence in Kansas City, Mo. All 
other Episcopal residences were reestab- 
lished ag at present. As there are now 
five vacancies in the Board of Bishops, 
this means that the General Conference 
will have to elect only four new bishops 
at this session. 

It was stated that the committee 
adopted the report by a vote of 122 to 
38. The General Conference finally 
agreed to the report by a majority of 


‘only 26, the vote standing 411 ayes to 
‘385 nays. 


Motion to Recommit Tabled. 


The fight against the report started 
with a motion by Claude C. Hall, of 
Illinois, to recommit it with instructions 
to reduce the number of bishops so as 
‘not to exceed the number of effective 
bishops at the close. of this General 
Conference, and who were elected prior 
to this session.’ The motion was 
tabled. 

During the debate the Rev. Dr. Ray 
Allen of Rochester, N. Y., remarked 
ironically that the time might come when 
the conference ‘‘would not be able to get 
anybody to accept election.’’ 

The Rev. Dr. William W. King of St. 
Louis declared that the St. Louis dele- 
gation was not in favor of merging the 
St. Louis and Wichita areas. Dr. 
Downey said he had a document in writ- 
ing from the St. Louis Conference people 
saying they were in favor of the mer- 
ger. Dr. King declared it had not been 
signed by the St. Louis delegation and 
— not been presented by that delega- 

“But you knew it was here,’ ex- 
claimed Dr. Downey, doubling his fist 
and shaking it toward Dr. King. 

“The Methodist Church South has 
more than half as many members as 
we, and they have only fifteen Bishops,” 
said Dr. King. “I submit to you, there- 
fore, that the present number of Bishops 


without the election of others is suf- 
ficient.”’ 
Speaks for ‘Silent Majority.’’ 

“There has been a determined effort 
on the part of a few to discredit the for- 
ward movement our Church made four 
years ago,’’ said Dr. Downey. ‘‘Re- 
member, opposition always makes itself 
heard, but I speak for the contented 
silent majority. In spite of this group 
our Church has gained in the last quad- 


rennium some 500,000 new members. 
May my tongue cleave to the roof of 
my mouth if I raise my voice in the 
interest of any sectional group. 

“Brethren, I submit the time will come 
when no. self-respecting, outstanding 
man will permit his name to be used in 
electing a Bishop. Yes, men, do some- 
thing, but in God’s name don’t do 
something wrong. 

“‘We have been told here by the Vice 
Chairman of the Committee on the Epis- 
copacy that Bishops can sit still and 
radio their messages. Well, then, we 
don’t need college Presidents, District 
Superintendents and pastors. They can 
broadcast their messages, too. 

“Remember, by this amendment you 
are proposing to go out into the next 
quadrennium with five fewer Bishops. 
Others will fall by the wayside. Do not 
recommit this report. Have your back- 
bone. Face the questions here. Do not 
hide behind your Committee on the 
Episcopacy. 

‘“‘We started four years ago on a great 
centenary program. Thanks be to God 
for the great leadership He has given 
us! But now some are dropping down 
in their enthusiasm. Some are drop- 
ping down in their gifts. This is no 
time to retreat. In God’s name, and 
for the sake of the Methodist Episco- 

al Church, adopt this report and go 
orward in the great work for the king- 
dom.”’ 

The Committee on the State of the 
Church adopted today a report to non- 
concur with a memortal asking that the 
expression, “I believe in the Holy Catho- 
lic Church,” in the Apostles’ Creed, be 
not changed, but a minority report will 
be presented asking that the expression 
be changed to ‘I believe in Christ's 
Church.”’ 


Two Reports on »xeace Resolutions, 


Because they were not in sympathy 
with what have been called the ‘‘peace- 
at-any-price” resolutions adopted by the 
Committee on the State of the Church 


thirty-two members of that committeee 
have adopted a minority report. Neither 
report has as yet come before the con- 
ference, but both are due to be presented 
tomorrow, when it is expected there will 
be a “‘wariise debate’’ on the resolu- 
tions. 

The winority report piedges the Me- 
thotist Church as an organization to 
eezaméa itself from war and to take 
no part in its promotion, ‘‘unless un- 
qualifiedly in self-defense or in defense 
of humanity.” : 

The majority report states that ‘‘we, 
as an organization separate ourselves 
from war and take no part in its pro- 
motion.”’

Italian Consols Go Over Par ; 
Exchange Cheers Mussolini 


ROME, May 16.—Great enthusi- 
asm and excitement greeted the 
rise above par of Italian consols on 
the Rome Stock Exchange today. 
The occasion was marked by cheer- 
ing and cries of “Viva Italia,” 
“Viva de Stefani.’’ Congratulatory 
messages announcing the event 
were sent to Premier Mussolini and 
the Minister of Finance, Alberto 
de Stefani. 

The rapid rise in consols is con- 
sidered a great achievement of the 
Fascist Government’s financlal pol- 
icy and as a reflection of the 
country’s increasing confidence in 
security and stability in the future.

TWO EXPERTS CALL 
HARRIS NOTE BOGUS 


One’ of Them Previously Had 
Told Banker’s Wife. That 
It Was Genuine. 


SHE CHARGES A ‘FRAME-UP’ 


Husband Swears Letter Contained 
Excerpts From One He 
Had Written. 


. 


David N. Carvalho and A. R. Lewis, 
handwriting experts, testified yesterday 
in the Tombs Court at the hearing of 
a forgery charge against Mrs. Eleanor 
Elaine Lee Harris, wife of Beverly D. 
Harris, formerly a Vice President of 
the National City Bank, that a letter 
which Mrs. Harris had used in an 
application for a new trial of her hus- 
band’s recent annulment proceeding in 
the Supreme Court was a forgery. 

Mr. Lewis said that Mrs. Harris had 
consulted him about the letter before 
it was filed in the Supreme Court about 
ten days ago, and that he had given it 
as his opinion at the time that it was 
in the writing of her husband, but he 
explained that he had since changed his 
mind about the matter when he observed 
that photographic copies of the epistle 
showed pencil marks or erasures. 

Both experts were called as witnesses 
before Magistrate Charles A. Oberwager 
by Assistant District Attorney Henry 
Alexander, after James A. Dooling, a 
lawyer, who had been retained the night 
before by Mrs, Harris, had withdrawn 
from participation in the defense with 
Alexander T. Hussey, who was retained 
by Mrs. Harris on Wednesday night 
after her arrest in her suite in the 
McAlpin Hotel at the instigation of her 
husband. Mr. Dooling had asked for 
an adjournment of the case to enable 
him to prepare for the defense, and 
when this was denied by the Court, he 
stated he would have to withdraw. 

Before the experts were called the 
prosecutor put Harris on the stand. He 
swore that the letter, which he was al- 
leged to have written to another woman, 
while the annulment proceeding was in 
progress before Justice Ford, was a for- 
gery. The letter had been introduced in 
evidence by Mr. Alexander, after per- 
mission had been obtained from Justice 
Ford for its use at the hearing. The 
jury in the Harris annulment proceeding 
recommended the annulment, but Justice 
Ford has not yet signed a decree. 

The letter began with the expression: 
“To my darling.”’ Mr. Harris swore 
that excerpts In the alleged forged etter 
were transcribed from a letter he had 
written in October, 1919, to Mrs. J. W. 
Corder of Indiamola, Miss., a sister of 
Mrs. Harris. . 

When Mr. Alexander asked Harris if 
he had ever written a letter to any wo- 
man other than his wife containing the 
term ‘‘to my darling,’’ Harris replied 
that the only occasions on which he had 
written such an expression were in 
letters to his wife. 

Mr. Carvalho told the Magistrate that 
it was his belief that the alleged forged 
letter had been ‘‘double traced,’ and 
that certain characteristics in it indi- 
cated that it was not in Harris’s hand- 
writing and that it had been ‘‘manu- 
factured”’ by joining phrases and words 
together. 

uring a recess in the hearing, Mrs. 
Harris said that she had just received 
a telegram from Mrs. Corder to the ef- 
fect that Mrs. Corder had never re- 
ceived the letter which Harris testified 
he wrote to her in 1919. 

‘This whole case is a deliberate frame- 
up,’’ said Mrs. Harris. “Why did 
Harris keep a copy of the letter written 
in longhand for five years? There was 
no excuse under the sun for his keeping 
that letter, which he said he sent to my 
sister.’’ The hearing Will be continued 
on Tuesday. 


CLOTHING STRIKE HERE 
THREATENED ON JUNE 1 


International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers Demand 40-Hour Week 
and 40 Weeks of Work Yearly. 


BOSTON, May 16.—A general strike of 
the 50,000 workers in the cloak and suit 
branch of the needle industry of New 
York City will be ordered for June 1 
unless the manufacturers agree to grant 
demands including a forty-hour week 
and a minimum of forty weeks work a 
year, at present under discussion, ac- 
cording to a decision reached today by 
the Seventeenth Biennial Convention of 
the International Ladies’ Garment Work- 
ers’ Union in session here. 

Authority for a general strike was 
voted unanimously by the delegates 
when, in the reading of the officers’ re- 
port, power to order the strike was 


asked. The General Execuiive Board 
was ordered to declare the 50,000 men 
and women affiliated with the interna- 
tional in New York on strike if the man- 
ufacturers should réfuse to grant the 
forty-hour work week and guarantee a 
minimum of forty working weeks each 
year for every union member regularly 
erployed and physically able to work. 

Workers in Boston and Cleveland now 
are employed under an agreement which 
carries the clause relating to hours and 
regularity of employment. The General 
Executive Board was instructed to have 
a clause of this nature included in every 
agreement signed hereafter. 

Authority was granted the General 
Executive Board to take action toward 
limiting the number of small contractors’ 
shops at present operating throughout 
the country. The officers’ report de- 
clared that many of these small shops 
are operated by contractors who are not 
responsible from a financial or trade 
standpoint, and the board recommended 
that it be empowered to demand that 
large manufacturers and contractors 
concentrate their work by forming larger 
units.

2 IN SPEEDING AUTO 
BATTLE WITH POLICE 


Hundred Shots Fired in Broad- 
way, 92d Street and Central 
Park West in Wild Chase. 


ONE FUGITIVE BELIEVED HIT 


Fight Begins at 96th St. When 
Thieves Evade Trap—Scores 
Imperiled by Bullets. 


« 


Hundreds of persons on Broadway 
from Ninety-second to Ninety-sixth 
Street and in Central Park West from 
Hightieth to Ninety-second Street wit- 
nessed at the peak of the rush hour last 
night one of the most spectacular re- 
volver battles» ever fought in this city 
between police and escaping criminals. 
More than one hundfed shots were fired. 

The contestants were two alleged bond 
thieves, driving an automobile at break- 
neck speed in defiance of traffic signals 
and commands to halt, and more than a 
dozen detectives and uniformed police 
in commandeered automobiles and taxi- 
cabs, two mounted policemen and a mo- 
torcycle officer. 

The two alleged thieves escaped. One 
of them was believed to have been 
wounded. He jumped from the machine 
at Central Park West and Bightieth 
Street, scaled the Park wall and was lost 
in the shrubbery and underbrush, The 
other driver of the automobile continued 
over toward Broadway and Columbus 
Avenue, and was lost in a traffic jam. 

The battle and chase commenced at 6 
o'clock at Ninety-sixth Street and River- 
side Drive. At that time Detective Chris 
McDermott of Utica, N. Y., and Detec- 
tives William Reilly and Ellsworth Div- 
ver of the Safe and Loft Squad from 
Police Headquarters here were hiding 
underneath the viaduct. They were 
awaiting the arrival of two men sus- 
pected of having in their possession 
bonds valued at $11,000 that had been 
stolen on April 27 from the office of U. 
R. Jones, a real estate broker of Eliza- 
beth Street, Utica, N. Y. 


Trap Set, But Fails to Spring. 


Through a fourth person plans had 
been laid to trap the two men, At this 
paint Ninety-sixth Street slopes sharp- 
ly toward the Hudson River and the 
detectives thought that it would be an 
easy matter to effect an arrest. 

The information obtained by the de- 
tectives was that the two men would 
drive up in a,coupé. Instead, at the ap- 
pointed hour a smart blue roadster ap- 
peared. Reilly, Divver and McDermott 
emerged from their hiding place. Imme- 
diately the driver of the roadster 
swerved his machine around and sped 
east on Ninety-sixth Street. 

The detectives fired several shots, 
hailed a passing taxicab and the pursuit 
was on. Several shots were fired as 
pursued and pursuers whizzed toward 
Broadway, where Policeman Barnett 
Rudisky of the West 100th Street Sta- 
tion was directing traffic. Subway pas- 
sengers were crossing the street and 
street cars were picking up and setting 
down passengers, 

Rudisky heard the firing and brought 
his own revolver Into action as the biue 
roadster whizzed around him and sped 
south on Broadway. He jumped on the 
running board of a taxicab and joined in 
the chase. Sergeant William Doyle and 
Policeman George Peattie in the West 
100th Street Station flivver, going north 
on Broadway, emptied their revolvers at 
the two men in the roadster, turned 
their machine and followed. 

Two mounted officers galloped up and 
spurred their horses after the fleeing 
machine. The men in the roadster were 
firing shot for shot with their pursuers. 
While the car was traveling at a rate 
which the police say was fully fifty 
miles an hour one man knelt on the 
seat and fired round after round at the 
policemen while the driver turned at 
every opportunity and emptied his re- 
volver at the taxicabs. 

At Broadway and Ninety-second street 
the roadster took the turn east on two 
wheels and shot over Ninety-second 
street to Central Park West. A motor- 
cycle policeman ten blocks away heard 
the shots, opened up the throttle of his 
machine and sped after the two men. 


Policeman Thrown to Street. 


As the police taxicabs turned from 
Central Park West a large touring car 
drew alongside the cab on whose run- 
ning board Policeman Rudisky was 
crouching. 

“Jump in!’’ the chauffeur of the tour- 


ing car cried to the policeman. Rudisky 
jumped but underestimated the speed 
at which his taxicab was traveling. He 
missed his footing and sprawled on the 
street. The following cars missed him 
by a hair’s breadth. 

Down Central Park West the chase 
continued. At Ninetieth Street the man 
who had been leaning from the back 
of the roadster was seen to throw up 
his arms and collapse. At the same 
instant the policemen could see that 
the windshield of the roadster had been 
shattered. 

A traffic jam just before the police 
cars reached Eightieth Street gave the 
fugitive enough of a breathing spell to 
slow up for the turn. The wounded 
man jumped out and leaped over the 
Central Park wall. From then on all 
trace of him was lost. 

With only the man at the wheel, the 
roadster turned into Hightieth Street and 
continued toward Broadway, The police 
cars had dropped about two blocks in 
the rear and by the time they reached 
Broadway there was no sign of the 
roadster. 

Immediately an alarm was sent out to 
all hospitals to hold any man who might 
come in to have a gunshot wound 
dressed. The police are firmly con- 
vinced that one man was hit. A de- 
scription of the roadster was sent out to 
garages and patrolmen all over the five 
boroughs were ordered to be on the 
lookout for the roadster and its driver. 


Bystanders Escape Injury. 


It was later learned at Police Head- 
quarters that the stolen bonds consisted 
of two $1,000 bonds of the Ambassador 
Hotel of this city, one $1,000 bond of the 
Straus Building and fourteen $500 
bonds of the Forest Park Hotel, For- 
est- Park, L. I., together with some 
bonds of a smaller denomination. 

It is believed by the police that the 
men who committed the robbery were in 
touch with a ‘‘fence’’ and that arrange- 
ments had been made to dispose of all 
the bonds yesterday afternoon.

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Gen. King.Cited for Gallantry After 50 Years; 
At 80 Gets Silver Star for Routing Apaches

WASHINGTON, May 16.— General 
Charles King of Milwaukee, who since 
his retirement from the army has writ- 
ten many novels of army and Indian 
warfare based on his experiences as a 
hard-riding cavalryman, today received 
a citation for gallantry in action against 
the, Apache Indians; near Diamon@é 
Butte, Ariz.,, on May 24, 1864, fifty years 
ago this month. 

At that time he, as Lieutenant King 
of the Fifth Cavalry, with fourteen en- 
listed men, surprised and attacked a 
band of Tonto Apaches, greatly supe- 
rior in number and completely routed 
them, killing eighteen and destroying all 
their supplies and equipment. For this 


feat he had, been recommended for a 
silver star to be worn on the Indian 
Wars campaign ribhon, and Secretary 
Weeks has approved this award. 


An act of Congress of 1918 author- 
ized the award, of decorations and cita- 
tions for distinguished service and he- 
roic deeds performed by members of 
the army prior to the World War. 
Therefore citations had not been given 
except for deeds which met the ex- 
treme conditions prescribed ‘for attain- 
ment of the medal of honor. Accord- 
ingly a board of officers is now review- 
ing deeds of Nantry among musty 
récords in the War Department. 

General King, who is now 80 years 
old, was born at Albany, N. Y. His 
service with the Fifth Cavalry spanned 
nine years. He was retircd from active 
service on account of wounds in 1879. 


HYLAN MAY SUPPORT | RENDIGS DEFENDED 
TEN-CENT BUS FARE) BY TWO WITNESSES 


Tells Bronx Delegations He May | They Deny That Juror Accused 


Consider Fifth Avenue Coach 
Line’s Offer. 


CITIZENS ASK 


Tell Board of Estimate Transit Fa- 
cilities Are Needed Along the 
Grand Concourse. 


When Mayor Hylan opened the meet- 
ing yesterday of the Board of Estimate 
he faced a large delegation of citizens 
and civic organizations of the Bronx, 
who made it clear that they are weary 
of walking or hiring taxicabs because 
of lack of other transit facilities along 
the Grand Concourse. 

Henry Bruckner, Borough President of 
the Bronx, told his associates of the 
Board of Estimate that for thousands 
of residents living in the sections tra- 
versed by the Boulevard and the Grand 
Concourse existence without transporta- 
tion facilities had become well-nigh in- 
tolerable. Then, one after another, the 
men of the Bronx spoke. They said 
they wanted bus service, intended to 
have it without further delay, and they 
did not care whether the franchise went 
to a small concern or to one of the 
larger traction companies. 

“Do you know,’’ said one speaker, 
“that our high school girls along the 
Concourse have so far to walk that they 


accept rides from passing motorists? 
This leads not infrequently to unpleas- 
ant incidents, and the mothers are up 
in arms about it.’’ 

Mayor Hylan finally admitted that, in 
certain conditions, he was prepared to 
vote for a plan submitted by the Fifth 
Avenue Coach Company, even though 
that would involve a 10-cent fare, in- 
stead of a nickel. This is believed to 
be the first time the Mayor in a public 
meeting ever has so far committed him- 
self to the possibility of favoring any 
city fare in excess of 5 cents. 


Two Bidders for Bus Lines. 


Representatives of the Third Avenue 
Railway Company and of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Coach Company presented plans for 
a bus transportation line extending 
along the Concourse from 138th Street 


and Mott Avenue to the northernmost 
limit of the Concourse, including spurs 
and side lines to serve the more thickly 
populated areas adjacent to that thor- 
oughfare. 

The Third Avenue Railway offered a 
universal system of transfers between 
the new buses and the company’s trolley 
cars operating in Third Avenue. This 
caused the first outburst from the 
Mayor. 

“You don’t need to make any proposal 
here,’’ declared the Mayor. ‘‘Neither the 
Third Avenue Railway, nor the I. R. T., 
nor the B. M. T. can put anything\over 
on us. Even if you offered to let the 
Bronx people ride free, I should vote 
against your proposition, for I should be 
sure theré was some trick in it. You 
can't get anything here during my ad- 
ministration. Your plan of a universal 
transfer is just another scheme to fool 
the people. I will vote against your 
proposal on general principles.’’ 

When the application of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Coach Company came up for con- 
sideration, Mr. Wood, its general man- 
ager, said his company would be sat- 
isfied to undertake the task on a tempo- 
rary permit for ninety days, revocable 
at any time after that at sixty days’ 
notice. 

‘‘Does your plan contemplate service at 
a 5-cent fare?’’ asked Murray Hulbert, 
President of the Boatd of Aldermen. 

‘“‘No, it does not,’’ replied Mr. Wood. 
“This plan contemplates a 10-cent fare 
and in return for it a service as good 
as the best. We cannot give an ade- 
quate bus service for 5 cents; nobody 
can. One bus line has failed on the 
Concourse trying to do that.’’ 

“Well,” interpolated Mayor Hylan, 
“how about this 10-cent fare? What 
do the people of the Bronx say about 
that? Are they willing to pay a 10- 
cent fare?” 


Willing to Pay 10-Cent Fare. 


‘‘Here they are,” said Borough Presi- 
dent Bruckner. ‘“The people of the 
Bronx, of course, would prefer a 5-cent 


fare, but they want buses and they are 
in a frame of mind to get buses. If 
they can’t get them for 5 cents, they 
will cheerfully pay 10 cents and perhaps 
the character of the service rendered is 
as important as the fare. 

just had one disastrous experiment and 
our people would far rather pay a 10- 
cent fare than be longer without trans- 
portation.” 

Many members of the delegations sup- 
ported Mr. Bruckner’s declaration and 
declared they had no objection to a 10- 
cent fare, provided they received 10 
cents worth of service. 

Mayor Hylan seemed loath to com- 
mit himself, but when one of the speak- 
ers spoke of the high school girls and 
said the women of the Bronx were the 
most insistent of all for immediate re- 
lief, the Mayor began to yield. 

“IT am. very much inclined to support 
your plan,’’ said Mayor Hylan to the 
spokesman of the Fifth Avenue Coach 
Company. “Of course, before we can 
act you will have to get a certificate of 
convenience and necessity from _ the 
State Transit Commission. Go right up 
there and ask McAneny. Tell him you 
have some assurance from this board 
that, if they will grant the certificate, 
this board will accept it. I personally 
will cast my vote for it under certain 
conditions."’ 

Some of the members of the delega- 
tion hastened to the office of the Transit 
Commission to see about it. There they 
were told that the commission stood 
ready to expedite the matter in every 
legitimate way, but that, as the Mayor 
and the Board of Estimate well knew, 
the Transit Commission could not issue 
a certificate until after the city had 
granted a franchise in proper legal 
form, whether that franchise be for 
sixty days or ninety days only, or for 
a long term of years. As the Third 
Avenue Railway also is a bidder for the 
Concourse bus privilege, the Transit 
Commission probably would’ have _ to 
hold hearings before granting a certifi- 
cate of convenience and necessity. 

Representatives of the Third Avenue 
Railway prevailed upon Mayor Hylan to 
permit them to place their Bronx bus 
plan on the calendar in_ the form of a 
petition. Then, on the Mayor’s recom- 
mendation, all the applications went 
over for action in committee of the 
whole next Monday.

of Perjury Conferred 
With Fallon. 


SERVICE | THEY CONTRADICT EVIDENCE 


One Witness Says Head Waiter at 
Woodmansten Inn Recanted 
. His Own Story. 


Two witnesses called by the defense 
yesterday in the trial of Charles W. 
Rendigs, cloak manufacturer, on a per- 
jury indictment, swore that at the time 
witnesses for the prosecution alleged 
Rendigs held conversations with William 
J. Fallon, counsel for the accused man, 
Rendigs was not present. Rendigs is 
accused of having made a false state- 
ment when he was being examined as a 
juror in the third trial of Edward M. 
Fuller, the brokér, in a_ bucketing 
charge. He swore that he did not know 
Mr. Fallon nor the defendant, Fuller, 
nor any other person connected with the 
Fuller case. The prosecution charges 
that he did. 

Two of the men who served with Ren- 
digs on the jury of the third Fuller trial, 
which, like its predecessors, resulted in 
a disagreement, swore on the witness 
stand on Thursday that Rendigs, from 
the start of their deliberation on the evi- 
dence, announced that he would not con- 
vict the broker and in the fifteen hours 
in which the jury was locked up he re- 
fused to discuss the evidence with them. 

The bucketing brokers, testifying for 
the prosecution, swore several days ago 
that Rendigs and Mr. Fallon, who had 
represented them in the criminal proceed- 
ings resultant from the $5,000,000 crash 
of their firm, met in McGee’s apart- 
ment in West Seventy-fifth Street and 
conversed for half an hour in a bed- 
room. They were corroborated by Mar- 
shal Ward, a member of Einstein, Ward 

Co., a brokerage firm, who said he 
was in the McGee apartment with 
Fuller, McGee and others when Rendigs 
entered and was closeted with Fallon 
in the room. It developed yesterday that 
this alleged meeting between the lawyer 
and his present client took place a short 
time before the trial of the Durrell-Greg- 
ory case in the #ederal Court, in which 
Rendigs became a juror and Mr. Fallon 
was of counsel for one of the defendants. 
Rendigs and Mr. Fallon were recently 
ingicted in the Federal Court for ob- 
structing justice in this case. 

Guy De Chadenedes, who said he was 
a broker, and lived at the Vanderbilt 
Hotel, testified that he was in McGee’s 
apartment on Sunday, Nov. 12, 1922, 
when Fuller and McGee and Mr. Ward 
alleged Rendigs and Mr. Fallon engaged 
in a conversation there. He swore that 
he was there from 3 to 6 P. M. and 
Rendigs did not enter the apartment. 

Raymond J. Conway, a surety com- 
pany agent, then was called to the stand 
by Mr. Fallon. Carino Paparis, formerly 
headwaiter in the Woodmansten ‘Inn, 
and now proprietor of the Colony Inn in 
the Bronx, had testified at the trial that 
he saw Mr. Fallon and Rendigs in con- 
versation at the inn before the first 
Fuller trial, 

Mr. Conway swore that about three 
weeks ago Paparis told him at his place 
that his statement to Federal Prosecu- 
tor Hayward. about the Fallon-Rendigs 
meeting was not true and that he 
could not recall ever having seen Fallon 
and Rendigs together. 

The witness added that Paparis told 
him and the others that he had made 
the statement to the Federal prosecutor 
at the instigation of Ernest Bidlitz, for- 
merly a clerk in Mr. Fallon’s law office. 
The trial will be continued on Monday. 


LESS EMPLOYMENT, 
LOWER WAGES IN APRIL 


Nearly 60,000 Men Lost Their 
Jobs, Decreasing Nation’s Pay- 
rolls by Nearly $2,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—Employment 
in manufacturing industries in the 
United States decreased 2.1 per cent. in 
April, payroll totals decreased 5 per 


2.5 
cent. and per capita earnings fell off 


0.4 per cent., the Department of Labor 
announced today. 

The figures, based on a survey of 
8,422 establishments in fifty-two indus- 
tries, showed 2,706,709 employes ‘with 


total earnings for one week in April of 
$71,966,302, compared with 2,765,953 em- 
ployes and total payrolls of $73,834,536 
in March. 

Only two industries showed material 
employment increases during the month. 
The brick, tile and terra cotta industry, 
with 8.6 per cent., and the ice cream 
industry, with 7.7 per cent. Small in- 
creases in employment, however, were 
shown in ten of the fifty-two indus- 
tries, while eleven showed increases in 
earnings. 

The greatest decrease in employment, 
11.4 per cent;, was shown in the men’s 
clothing industry.

The highest honor for heroism in ac- 
tion that the New York Fire Depart- 
ment can bestow has been awarded to 
a civilian, Dr. Harry M. Archer of 47 
West Eighty-fifth Street, honorary Depu- 
ty Chief and medical officer to the de- 
partment. Dr. Archer received the 
James Gordon Bennet medal. Twelve 
years ago a medal for continuous and 
active service was awarded to him. 

The 1923 awards by the Board of Merit 
were announced yesterday by Thomas J. 
Drennan, Fire Commissioner. It was an- 
nounced the medals would be presented 
during Democratic convention week next 
month, at which time Mayor Hylan has 
planned a great parade of the Police, 
Fire and Street Cleaning Departments. 

The feat by which Dr. Archer won the 
medal was performed on Good Friday 
afternoon, March 30, 1923. The phy- 
sician had been on duty for ten hours at 
a fire and was leaving, when the call 
came for ambulances to hurry to’ a 
building at 31 to 41 Eldridge Street. Old 
houses being razed there had collapsed, 
and two workmen were caught under 
a pile of wreckage. Dr. Archer took 
off his hat and coat and crawled in 
among twisted beams and flooring, that 
were expected to settle any minute. He 
reached the two men and gave them 
first aid treatment. 


Doctor Caught on Way Out. 


On the way out he was caught hime- 
self. After a little while he appeared 
with his clothing shredded and his shoes 
missing. The shoes had become wedged 
between sagging beams and he had cut 
himself loose. The laborers were fi- 
nally taken out,, and recovered, due 
largely, it is said, to the emergency 
treatment they had received.

“FIRST RAY OF HOPE 


‘Speakers Warn Nations’ Own 
- Economic Life Is Involved 
in German Payments. 


EUROPE’SPROBLEMSSTATED 


“Our Squalid and Selfish Policy of 
Isolation’”” Denounced Before 
Philadelphia Academy.

PHILADELPHIA, May 16.—The ques- 
‘tion is not ‘‘Can Germany pay?’ but 
“Gan the Allies receive payment from 
Germany without disaster to their own 


economic life?’ 

Such was the warning sounded by 
speaker after speaker when the Amert- 
can Academy of Political and Social 
Science met here today for the first of 
two days to be devoted to its twenty- 
€ighth annual meeting. 

How Germany can be set going again 
* so that she will be able to pay repa- 
rations, how France can be saved from 
bankruptcy or from militarism and what 
is to be Russia’s future were the themes 
of the three sessions today, with 

‘“‘America and the Post-War BHuropean 
Situation’ as the general subject for the 
two days’ conference. 

The Dawes report was hailed by all the 
speakers as the first ray of hope in 
stormy skies. 

But all agreed that the world was 
only just beginning to face facts as 
they really are. It was pointed out 
“that Lloyd George originally demanded 

$120,000,000,000 reparations from Ger- 
many. The Treaty of Versailles cut 


this to $33,000,000,000. But the Dawes 
report means reduction to $10,000,- 


000. 

“But most people haven't faced that 
fact,’’ said Harold G, Moulton, Direc~ 
tor of the Institute of Economics at 
Washington, ‘‘that the only way Ger- 
many can pay reparations is by export- 
ing more than she imports. She will 
have to export three times as much as 
she now exports before she can pay. 
The only «things she can export are 
steel, textiles, dye stuffs, leather goods 
and chemicals. But the United States 
raises a tariff wall. None of the coun- 
tries to which reparations are due 
wishes competition with its own produc- 
tion of these basic goods. But only 
through such exports can reparations 
be paid.”’ 

The results of the French election last 
Sunday were declared ‘‘one of the great- 
est moves ever made for the salvation 
of the race,” by Pierrepont B. Noyes, 
President of the Oneida Community, 
who was the American member of the 
Rhineland Commission in 1918 and 1920. 

“The Dawes report would never have 
been executed if Poincaré had remained 
in power,’’ he declared. ‘‘Now Poincaré 
never will come back and that is a great 
step forward. Now the British and 
French Liberals will get together. 
There is ferment in the United States 
too. There is disgust with our squalid 
and selfish policy of isolation.’’ 

General enry T. Allen, who com- 
manded the American Army of Occupa- 
tion on the Rhine, now of the American 
Commission for Relief of German chil- 
dren, asserted that, in the minds of the 
French, security against renewed attack 
by Germany was more important than 
reparations. 

rederick H. Allen of New York said 
that France’s dread of Germany could 
be better understood if an American 
imagined how he would feel if Canada 
had a population of 150,000,000 warlike 
inhabitants and during the last hundred 
years had invaded the United States 
four times and on the last occasion had 
laid waste New England, New York and 
much of Pennsylvania. 

Dr. Cu. selsy, Vice President of the 
Academy, who presided at the afternoon 
session, explained the absence of sev- 
eral members of Congress who were to 
have spoken by saying that ‘‘the brain- 
storm sweeping Congress because of the 
President’s action on e bonus and 
other bogus bills had kept them in 
Washington,” a comment received with 
some laughter and a small ripple of 
applause. 

George W. Norris, Governor of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Philadelphia, 
presided at the morning session, and Dr. 
Samuel McCune Lindsay of Columbia 
University at the evening session. 

Dr. Leo S. Rowe, professor of the acad- 
emy, declared that on a recent journey 
abroad he had been “applied by the in- 
fluence the United States exercises.” 

‘Today the United States is the deter- 
mining influence in world affairs,’’ he 
declared. ‘‘We are the most powerful 
nation of today. We must guard against 
the besetting sin of powerful nations— 
abuse of power. Today clarified public 
opinion is needed to guide the men at 
Washington.”’ 

The United States cannot present an 
answer to the Russian problem Leo 
Pavolsky of the Washington Institute of 
Economics asserted. 

“America’s relation to the Russian 
situation,”’ he added, “is not so much 
a problem in Russian-American relations 
as it is a part of the problem of 
America’s relation to world recovery and 
reconstruction. As such it is important 
and _ significant. Apart from that, 
gauged by practical possibilities, it is 
almost negligible for both countries.’’ 

Russia’s situation requires interna- 
tional rehabilitation through help from 
abroad, he maintained. 

The meeting tomorrow will have three 
sessions devoted to discussion of Amer- 
ica’s foreign policy, The World Court 
@nd the maintenance of world peace, re- 
spectively. One of the speakers at the 
closing session in the evening will be 
Sir Esme Howard, British Ambassador 
to. the United States. 


CHORUS GIRL A SUICIDE. 


Inhales Gas on the Day of Her Son’s

Decision of Appellate Division 
Benefits Trast Funds to Go 


to Grandchildren. 


The Appellate Division decided yester- 
day in favor of the grandchildren of the 
late Commodore Frederick G. Bourne in 
a dispute with his children over a trust 
fund established by Commodore Bourne, 
consisting of 100,219 shares of Singer 
Manufacturing Company stock, which 
the will divided into seven trusts, the 
principal to go to the grandchildren upon 
the death of the life beneficiaries. The 
Appellate Division takes about $900,000 


from the children and applies it to the 


principal of the trust. 

The chief question in dispute was over 
the payment of a stock dividend of the 
Singer Manufacturing Company, in No- 
vember, 1920, more than a year after 
the death of Commodore Bourne... At 
that time the stock was increased from 
$60,000,000 to $90,000,000 by the addi- 
tion of 800,000 shares, making a stock 
dividend of 50 per cent. payable out of 
the surplus on hand Dec. 81, 1920. At 
the same time the company distributed 
600 shares of the International Securi- 
ties Company, which was a subsidiary 
acting as holding company for European 
branches. 

The children as life beneficiaries, 
claimed the entire stock dividend as in- 
come, while the grandchildren asserted 
that the stock thus distributed should be 
added to the principal of the trust 
funds. . 

The case was heard by a referee, who 
ruled that a part of the dividends was 

id from profits earned by the Singer 

ompany between March 9, 1919, when 
Commodore Bourne died, and Dec. $1, 
1920, when fe dividend was yable, 
due to a finding that $12,208,838 of the 
total loss of .302,280 due to the na- 
tionalism by e Soviet Government of 
property of the Singer Company in that 
country, should have been charged off 
the books prior to the date of Mr.

This ruling decreased the surplus of 
the company as of the date of Commo- 
dore Bourne’s death, and incréased it 
in the profits for the next year.

PUSH CIVIL SERVICE BILL. 


New York Democrats in House Seek 
to Speed Annuities Measure. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 16.—Passage of 
the bill amending the Civil Service Re- 
tirement Law so as to provide for the 
payment of annuities of $1,200 instead 


of the average of $500 now authorized 
was urged in a statement filed with the 
House Committee on Rules today by the 
twenty-two Democratic members from 
New York. The committee was urged 
to report a rule providing for the early 
consideration of the bill. 

The New York members point out that, 
at present, railway mail clerks retire at 
62, mechanics, city and rural letter car- 
riers and post office clerks at 65, and 
all other employees at 70 years of age. 
They recommend that the law e 
changed to permit optional retirement 
after thirty years of service. 

It was admitted that such an amend- 
ment would increase the cost, but it 
was suggested that the additional ex- 
pense be met by requiring employees to 
make contributions of 8 and one half 
per cent. instead of 2 and one half per 
cent. of their salaries. The New York 
members asked that the bill be allotted 
time for consideration in order that it 
may be passed by the House so as to 
assure concurrence by the Senate at 
this session.

ARGENTINE CONSUL 
ON TRADE OUTLOOK 


Advises Closer Relations in This 
Hemisphere Daring Chaos 
in Europe. 


The economic and financial situation 
of Europe presents a gloomy aspect to 
Enrique Hayton, the new Argentine Con- 
sul General in New York City, who has 
just arrived here from Budapest, Hun- 
gary, where he-held a similar post. 
Speaking at the Lawyers’ Club yester- 
day, where he was the guest of honor 
at a luncheon given by the Argentine 
American Chamber of Commerce, Mr. 
Hayton said: 

“‘While the’ European political horizon 
remains so clouded, and the economic 
situation continues so unreliable and ab- 
normal, not offering any security for 
what tomorrow may bring forth, it seems 
to me that it would be very prudent to 
try to extend the commercial and other 
relations at present existing between the 
different nations of the American conti- 
nent who are not suffering the conse- 
quences of such instability. I think it 
would be convenient to look for even 
more objects of interchange than those 
in which business is already being car- 
ried on. 

“With particular reference to the Ar- 
gentine Republic, there are many pro- 
ducts which could be made the material 
of interchange with the United States, 
either in the form of exportation or im- 
portation, thus taking advantage of the 
special circumstances which I have just 
outlined. I propose to devote. myself to 
the instituting or developing of this 
class. of commercial] transactions with 
the firm conviction that such an enter- 
prise, if carried to a successful conclu- 
sion, will contribute to the expansion of 
our respective national wealth, which is 


equivalent to saying, to the mutual 
benefit of our respective merchants and 
manufacturers.’’ 

Mr. Hayton is to succeed Marcial Can- 
dioti, Acting Argentine Consul General 
here. Arthur E, Titus, Vice President of 
the Chamber, presided at the luncheon. 
Among the guests were Rear Admiral 
Julian Irizar, head of the Argentine 
Naval Commission; Dr. Peter H. Gold- 
smith, John L. Merrill and Augustin 
Valle and Roberto Kurtz, Argentina 
delegates to the American Road Con- 
gress to be held in Washington in June.

POLICE CHIEF SUES WOOD. 


Seeks Annulment of the Governor’s 
Order Suspending Him. 


MANILA, May 16.—Governor General 
Wood is defendant ina mandamus ac- 
tion filed in the Supreme Court today 
by José Arcosa, Chief of Police of Iloilo, 
who seeks annulment of an order by 
Wood suspending him.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stock Exchange Prices Gener- 


ally Firm, With Business Light 
—Frane Slightly Lower. 


The Stock Exchange made no visible 
response yesterday to the President's 
veto of the Soldiers’ Bonus bill, thus 
confirming the previous assumption that 
,; the veto itself had been expected and 
jthat the financial community was 
awaiting the action of Congress in over- 
| riding the veto or falling to do so. On 
the whole, the firmness of the market 
during most of the day, and the preva- 
lence of moderate net advances at the 
closé, were reassuring as to ‘the finan- 
clal view of the situation; for yester- 

day's Washington dispatches certainly 
did not encourage confident expectation 
that the veto would be sustained, There 
appeared to be little doubt of the good 
effect which that result would produce 
on-financial sentiment. What would be 
the effect of the passing of the Bonus 
bill over the veto was not so clear, be- 
cause such action has been predicted 
all along, even in conservative political 
circles, and has therefore probably been 
anticipated in Wall Street. 

Such influence as it would exert on the 
markets would have a double basis—the 
complications which it would bring to 
the Administration's financial program 
and the sidelight which it would throw 
on the political temper and moral fiber 
of the present Congress. Both consider- 
ations have, however, long been can- 
vussed in financial discussion, and the 
conclusions drawn have already had 
their effect in the uncertain and more 
or less reactionary financial movement. 
Little business was done on the Stock 
Exchange yesterday; except for a couple 
of days last week and one in March, 
total transactions were the smallest of 
any full day this year. On the aver- 
age, the day’s change in prices was a 

trifling fraction; but the majority of 
stocks ended slightly higher and there 
were a few recoveries of a point or more. 

There was little more activity in for- 
eign exchange than in the stock market. 
The franc went slightly lower, but it 
did not reach the week's low price and 
recovered partly before the close; 
sterling was yirtually motionless. The 
day’s cables indicated a flare-up of con- 
in London over the recom- 
mendations of our Federal Reserve's 
Advisory Council, concerning insistence 
on making of the dollar, and not the 
pound sterling, the parity unit for the 
new German gold bank. There is un- 
and prestige in the matter, as is shown 
both by the Council's recent argument 
and yesterday's cable excerpts from the 
London financial critics. But at bot- 
tom the fact remains that, in so far as 
gold bank accepts the 
pound sterling at parity, it adopts a 
depreciated and fluctuating par. For 
Germany, this would in the long run be 
certainly unfortunate. That the dol- 
lar and not the pound is today what 
economists used to call the “yardstick 
of value’ may be an accident of war 
and war finance; but until Great Brit- 
ain shall have resumed gold payments 
it is a quite indisputable fact. 

Faint but perceptible indications of a 
chang@ for the better in the feeling of 
general trade seems to be reflected in 
the week-end reviews. It is ascribed to 
the wholesale rather than the retail 
trade, and its basis appears to be the 
fact that prices have steadied in several 
industries, showing that curtailment of 
output has at length brought production 
reasonably in line with consumption. 

In this respect the present position is 
more than usually interesting: for the 
problem has thus far been, not one of 
progresfively decreasing demand from 
merchants and consumers, but of large 
increase in output at a time when con- 
sumption was at least stationary. If 
the consumer's needs maintain them- 
selves at a fairly even level, then at 
some point the reduction of output must 
necessarily. restore equilibrium to the 
market. But it would require the test 
of several weeks to determine whether 
such a point had been reached.

‘Plans of the State of North Carolina 
to float a large new lo&n for State pur- 
poses took an unexpected turn yesterday 
when it was learned that it had re- 
ceived an offer of a credit of $15,000,000 
from the First National Bank of New 
York, acting solely by itself and with 
no intention of reoffering the notes 50 
purchased to the public. 

._The significance of the transaction, 
which stands out as one of the unique 
instances in State financing in that one 
bank instead of a group had absorbed 
the financing offer entirely unaided, 
was said to Me in the fact that it 
showed even more strikingly than the 
recent sharp rise in Liberty bond val- 
ues that America has an unparalleled 


abundance of money awaiting a chance 
to work. Although business is proceed- 
ing at a fast rate co mpared with all 
previous years except 1920-1921 and the | 
early part of 1923, the wealth of 
America has multiplied to such an ex- 
tent that its own industries are for the 
first time in history unable to employ 
it all. 

The terms obtained by the State of 
North Carolina were the lowest to be 
accorded to ® borrowing State since the 

re-war da The $15,000,000 loan will

The lowest figure that the 
United States Government has thus far 
been able to obtain since the 3% per 
cent.

MARKETS IMPROVE __. 
ON BETTER DEMAND 
Adjustment of Production to Cur- 


rent Redquirements Steadies 
Prices, Trade Reviews Say. 


A eteadier tone prevailed in certain 
markets this week, due to the adjust- 
ment of production schedules to current 
requirements for consumption, and in 
some instances price schedules stiffened 
because of better demand, according to 
the weekly trade reviews. In the main 
the condition of business in general is 
still one of limited buying and declining 
prices, with most of the tests by which 
business trends are measured showing 
a contraction of activity. Dun’s Review 
says: 

“Larger dealings and price recovery 
in the hide trade, and to some extent 
in leather, have come only after a pro- 
longed period of quiet, while curtailment 
of output, rather than increased trans- 


actions, accounts for a firmer attitude 
among sellers in some textile lines. 
The _ restriction of manw has 
reached the point in some industries 
where pressure of spot offerings has 
been lessened, but supplies of are 
expected to be avai e as needed, and 
nothing indicates an early change from 
the policy of confining purchases chiefly 
to actual requirements. 

“With future orders unusually mod- 
erate, operating schedules at various 
mills and factories are —ans lowered, 
with a consequent decrease in employ- 
ment of labor or working hours, and 
some wage reductions have tended fur- 
ther to diminish the public buying 


power. 

“Spring trade has been backward be- 
cause of the late season, and freight 
traffic, though still above the average 
for this period, shows a smaller move- 
ment than that of a year ‘0. 

‘Trade and industry are ttle changed 

and are still only about fair, but a 
slightly more cheering feeling is noted 
in wholesale lines and with some manu- 
facturers, whereas retail trade has 
seemed to complain more of weather 
conditions; cool weather, with rain or 
snow in most areas, restricting buying 
and also. very generally retarding crop 
work and. growth. 
_ ‘Part of the rather more assured feel- 
ing. in wholesale trade is apparently 
based on the steadying up of some 
lines, notably textiles, where price de- 
clines are thought to have pretty well 
run their course. Another steadying 
feature is the apparently demonstrated 
mobility of production, which, as in 
iron and steel has shrunk very sharply, 
but revealed a very g00d volume of con- 
sumption in some lines.’’

BARNINGS UNDER 6% 


Eleven of Largest Carriers Fail 
to Show 1923 Excess to Be 
Shared by Government. 


P. R. R. $50,000,000 BELOW 


Statements to |. C. C. So Far Indi- 
cate Small Hope of Realizing $40,- 
000,000 Estimated Surplus. 


rstate Commerce Commission 
wi to press the collection of ex- 
ces way earnings in 1923, estimated 
by pume officials at $40,000,000,, if it 
wants to obtain these funds under the 
Transportation act of 1920. This became 
apparent yesterday when it was learned 
that of the eleven of the large carriers 
which have filed reports to the commis- 
sion, not one admits that earnings were 
6*per cent. on the book value of the 
property. 

In most cases the rajlroads have taken 
the stand that their earnings were far 
below the 6 per cent. allowed by the re- 
capture clause. Under the law all earn- 
ings over that amount would have to be 
a@ivided equally with the United States 
Governmént. 

The attitude of the railroads, it was 
gaid, was that the value of the property 
is so large that the earnings of 1923, 
although in some cases large, do not 
even approach the 6 per cent. mark. 

The 1923 report filed with the commis- 
sion by the Pennsylvania Railroad shows 
dts property to be valued at $2,300,085,- 
072. Figured on such an amount the 6 
per cent. allowed by the law would be 
$138,005,104. The report shows earnings 
of $88,065,480. 

The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé re- 
ports property valued at $982,454,137.

SUGAR STILL ON DECLINE. 


Trade Expects Lower Prices to 
Bring Increase In Consumption. 


Sugar prices stiffened in the closing 
days of this week, but the trend for 
the week as a whole was again down- 
ward. Prices now are about 1.60 cents 
a pound lower than two months ago 
and about two cents a pound below 
this time last year. In Engiand the 
price is down about 4.30 cents. As a 
result of the lower prices, the trade 
expects an increase in consumption in 
the next few months. : 

Commenting on conditions in the in- 
dustry, the United States Sugar Asso- 
ciation says: “In the week immediately 
following a reduction in the tariff on 
sugar 14s per cwt., followed by a ro- 
duction in the price of the refined prod- 
uct of the same amount, consumption 
in England increased 5,015 long tons. 
If this rate is maintained for the bal- 
ance of the year, the total increase will 
amount to 185,000 long tons. As 


Brazil, Peru and Mauritius, -upon whom 
England relies for some of her custo- 
mary supplies, have produced 236,000 
long tons less and supplied her. with 
105,000 long tons less than last year, 
she will be forced to compete with the 
United States for Cubas to cover some 
of her requirements. 

“United States annual increase in 
fugar consumption averages 6.289 per 
eent. So far this year only 6,800 long 
tons of full-duty sugars have been im- 
ported into the United States. During 
the whole of last year, 168,000 long 
tons of full-duty sugars were imported. 
Protracted cold, rainy and unseasonable 
weather has restricted consumption to 
such an extent as to relieve dealers from 
carrying any.more than day to day 
supplies.”

CROSSING PROBLEM 
WORRIES RAILROADS 


Executives and State Commission- 


er Trying Many New Plans 
to Avoid Accidents. | 


With more than 15,000,000 automobiles 
in use in the United States, and the 
number increasing at a rapid rate, rail- 
road officials, members of State com- 
missions and operators ‘of interurban 
railroads are turning their attention to 
methods that will prevent the loss of 
life at railroad crossings. All admit 
that the ideal solution of the problem 
would be the elimination of all grade 
crossings. Such an undertaking would 
require so great a time and cost such a 


staggering sum of money that railroad | 


officials are urging public officials to 
join with them in other methods. 

Meanwhile every railroad executive is 
trying in every way possible to reduce 
the number of grade crossings on his 
railroad. <A recent review of annual re- 
ports for 1923 shows that practically 
every railroad in the United States dur- 
ing that year did away with some of 
its more dangerous crossings, often at 
great expense to itself, and that most 
of the railroads were considering a sim- 
ilar program for this year. 

But students of the problem declare 
that these efforts are far too slow. They 
maintain that other policies will have to 
be adopted to help out this work if the 


large loss of human life on the railroad 
crossings is to be cut down rather than 
increased, 

Throughout the United States there 
are numerous country roads that cross 
and recross railroad tracks. In such in- 
stances, it is stated, it often would . be 
cheaper to relocate the highway than to 
construct railroad crossings above grade. 
This, friends of the program say, would 
in most cases shorten the road and add 
greatly to its convenience as a highway. 

Where there are a number of roads 
crossing a railroad within a compara- 
tively short distance, it is urged that one 

ood crossing be provided for all, and 
ey should be rerouted to use this cross- 
ng. 

Physical conditions at the grade cross- 
ings should be made such that the en- 
giheer and the traveler on the highway 
will have the best view possible. The 
cutting out of bushes, the grading down 
of embankments and the dispensing with 
unnecessary signboards are some of the 
methods by which this ean be brought 
about. 

State Governnients can greatly help in 
a solution of the whole problem, accord- 
ing to railroad officials. In the States 
that have failed to pass a law requiring 
the drivers of all vehicles to bring the 
same to a stop before crossing a rail- 
road track this law should be written 
upon the statute books and then en- 
forced. The right to drive an automo- 
bile should be restricted to do away 
with the careless: drivers. 

One of the greatest causes of death, it 
is stated, is motorbus accidents, because 
when a motorbus is hit the loss of life 
is generally very high. For this reason 
the officials say that the restrictions on 
buses should be even more strict than 
on other vehicles, and that the buses 
should come under the direction of the 
railroad and utility commissions of the 
State, where they could be more easily 
controlled. 

Last but one of the most important 
means of reducing the accidents pointed 
out is through public education. This 
can be done by advertising campaigns 
and the spreading of literature on acci- 
dent prevention, as well as by including 
safety-first courses as.a part of the 
training in high schools.

British Stocks Continue to Decrease 
—Week’s Imports Smaller.

WOOL MARKET UNCERTAIN. 


Home Prices Lower—European 


Position Irregular. 


BOSTON, May 16—The Commercial 
Bulletin will sdy tomorrow: ‘“The mar- 
ket still is lacking in stability, although 
the trade is perhaps more hopeful, as 
time passes, that business will present- 
ly improve. Sales of yarns and tops 
have been made at lower prices, some- 


times at prices below their intrinsic 
value. Meanwhile the wool market con- 
tinues in rather an irregular way. The 
sale of the Jericho pool in Utah at 42 
cents does not seem to have had the 
stabilizing effect.upon the western mar- 
ket that it usually has had, although 
prices there are not greatly changed. 

“London has been irregular_through- 
out, although the sales toward the end 
of the present week seem to have be- 
come a little stronger. The foreign 
markets generally still are ready to buy 
wool, but financial requirements are 
heavy at the moment and the market 
is a bit groggy, in consequence.”’ 


GOOD WEEK IN DRY GOODS. 


Gain in Store Sales Offsets Slight 
Drop in Road Orders. 


Special to The New York Times, 
CHICAGO, May 16.—Marshall Field & 
Co., in their weekly review of the whole- 
sale dry goods trade, say: 
“Our wholesale deliveries of dry goods 
during the past -week showed an in- 
crease over the week previous, although 


failing somewhat to reach the volume 
of the same period a year ago. 

“Road sales were slightly below the 
figure of a week ago and were less 
than during the same week last year. 

“There were more customers in the 
market than in 1923 for the correspond- 
ing period. 

‘Collections were less than for the 
corresponding week @ year ago.”’ 


5,000 NEW LAWS IN 1924. 


Industrial: Council Officia} Warns 
of Menace to Country. 


Ten of the eleven State , Legislatures 
meeting this year have passed more 
than 4,000 new State laws, already in- 
créasing legal complexity and striking 
at law enforcement, according to M. J. 
Hickey, Assistant. Secretary of the Na- 


tional Industrial Council which met yes- 
terday at the Waldorf-Astoria. 

It was predicted that the total pro- 
duct of the Legislative mills of the coun- 
try in 1924 would be more than 5,000 
new laws. 

‘“"The impractical aspects of such a 
volume of State law production are 
evident to lawyers, courts and the peo- 
ple in general,” said Mr. Hickey. ““We 
talk about stopping the flood of unas- 
similable aliens to our shores, but we 
apparently overlook the real menace to 
a high standard of legislation, govern- 
ment and law enforcement which such 
an indigestible mass of ney laws in- 
volves. What we need in this coun- 
try as a means of reviving public re- 
spect for law is not more laws, but pro- 
longed vacation from lawmaking, a gen- 
eral clarification of enacted statutes and 
the repeal of many of obsolete but 
bothersome statutes.”

PUT COTTON DOWN 


Predictions of Better Crop 
Weather Work Against Mar- 
ket and Prices Recede. 


DROP AT LIVERPOOL ALSO 


Exports for Week 84,000. Bales, 
Against 26,000 Last Year—Insfght 
Figures 72,000, Against 50,000. 


Sensitiveness of the cotton’ market to 
weather conditions in the South was 
again demonstrated yesterday when pre- 
dictions of fair and warmer in nearly 
all sections caused a setback in prices. 
Instead of active buying of the previous 
session, both old and new crop contracts 
appeared in larger quantity, the May 
position particularly developing an 
easier tone. The recent sharp advance 
attracted more selling on all three Ex- 
changes, Liverpool turning an early rise 
of 25 points on near months into a net 
decline of 5 points at the close. Final 
prices here proved the lowest of the day 
and showed a loss of 41 to 65 points. 

The feature of early trading was the 
gale of 5,000 July by the same broker 
who purchased 10,000 bales below 27% 
cents two weeks ago. Scattered selling 
here and in New Orleans later in the 
morning carried October around 35% 
cents and July below 29 cents. The 
May ‘position loosened up the last 
hour, 1,463 bales being ‘recelyed on con- 
signment to the local stock, which had 


an unset effect on later months. 
Trading in y ceases on the 23d inst., 
and outstanding interest has been re- 
duced materially through the persistent 
covering of late. With more May con- 
tracts offered July lost ground, while 
reselling of late months brought lowest 
prices of the session in final trading. 
Insight figures for the week showed 
72,000 bales st 50,000 last year, 
making 10,641, for the season against 
10,555,000 last year. Exports were 84,000 
bales for the week against 26,000 last 
year. Spinners _ took 194,000 against

Banking Firm Employe Testifies in 
Forgery Charges. 


Wilson F. Hoag, head of the statistical 
department of the banking firm of Red- 
mond & Co., was a witness yesterday 
before Magistrate Simpson in the Com- 
mercial Frauds Court in proceedings 
brought against D. George Dery, former 
President of the D. G. Dery Corpora- 
tion, manufacturers of silk, and Eric 
Mulberger, former sales manager for 
the corporation, on the ground that they 
violated a section of the Penal law re- 
lating to forgery in the third degree.

Of the nineteen changes shown in the 
foodstuffs this week ten were’ declines, 
but most of the latter took place in the 
less important articles. Middle Western 
lard and Winter soft straight flour were 
lower in the local market for provisions, 
the latter 10 cents a barrel, while ad- 
vances of 15 and 10 cents a barrel, re- 
spectively, took place in Spring patent 
and fancy Minnesota flour. At Chicago 
the only decline was in live hogs, with 
advances altogether lacking. 

Three changes were seen in the dairy 
products, all of them upward. No 
change was recorded in cheese, but the 
best butter went up.1% cents a pound. 
Eggs prices were higher also, a rise of 2 
cents a dozen being shown by fancy 
near-by eggs, and an advance of 1 cent 
a dozen occurring in. fresh-gathered 
“firsts.” 

The only change seen in the Hsts for 
fresh and dried fruits was a rise in 
dried fancy citron. In the vegetables, 
choice white kidney beans were 25 cents 
a hundred higher than last week, while 
onions advanced 50 cents a bag. An- 
other rise, this time 25 cents a barrel, 
was also seen in rutab turnips. 

Except for another slight drop in No. 
7 Rio coffee, the beverage list was bare 
of changes either way. In the spice list 
there were no advances, with declines 
recorded in back and white Singapore 
and Mombasa red peppers. Fine granu- 
lated sugar dropped again, and with the 
decline came another in 96-test raw 
sugar. 

The only advances in the grain list 
this week took place in wheat and rye, 
with the declines shown by corn, malt- 
ing barley and straw. The only change 
in hides for the week was a rise in Col- 
orados, while in the listed leathers there 
was no change beyond a decline in No. 1 
light belting butts. Seventeen changes 
were seen in the combined lists for 
drugs, chemicals, dyestuffs and oils, of 
which eleven were declines. Features 
were few, among them being a break of 
25 cénts a pound in menthol in case lots. 
In the naval stores higher prices were 
seen in resin and turpentine. 

Zinc was the only item to advance in 
the metals list. Declines were seen in 
Bessemer pig iron, Bessemer and forg- 
ing billets, wire rods, refined iron bars, 
No. 28 black sheets, galvanized barb 
wire, copper, lead and tin. ‘Lumber 
showed higher prices for quartered white 
oak, Adirondack spruce and Douglas fir 
timbers. Among the seven declines reg- 
istered were those in plain white oak, 
chestnut, cypress, maple and basswood. 

Miscellaneous changes for the week 
embraced declines in English vermilion 
paint, plantation crude rubber, Japanese 
raw silk and tallow. The week in the 
textiles did not produce much feature. 
In the cottons a slight upturn was noted 
in some of the unfinished goods, in keep- 
ing with the rise in the staple.. Burlaps 
assumed a firmer position so far as 
spots and afloats were concerned, due to 
an improved demand for home consump- 
tion ‘and for export.

FURS ON BROADWAY 


Seven Robbers Hold Up Truck 
in Midmorning, Capturing It 
and Its Crew of Three. 


UNNOTICED BY PASSERS-BY 


The Stolen Goods Were Being Sent 
Back From a Dyeing Plant to 
Various Furriers. 


Picking Broadway as the scene and 
the middle of the morning as a time as 
good as any other, a band of daring 
truck robbers, following familiar tactics, 
stole a truck-load of furs worth more 
than $25,000 yesterday and got clear 
away, without being followed, though 
scores were near them when they car- 
ried out their Wild West operation.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—A railroad 
strike or lockout. threatening a trans- 
portation emergency would result auto- |! 


matically in suits by the Government to | 
throw the roads affected into receiver- 
ship under an amendment to the Howell- 
Barkley bill, approved today by a Sen- 
ate subcommittee. . 

The amendment provides specifically 
that when a strike or lockout results on 
a railroad which the President consid- 
ers may bring a transportation crisis, 
he shall at once instruct the Attorney 
General to file a suit for receivership 
and shall seek the appointment as re- 
ceiver of a man ‘‘who has no financial 
connection with the railroad.’’ 

The bill itself, which provides for the 
abolition of the Railroad Labor Board 
and the substitution of a system of ad-. 
justment tribunals on which both roads | 
and their employes would be represent- 
ed, then was reported favorably by the 
subcommittee to the full Interstate 
Commerce Committee. A similar bill is 
to — up in the House early next 
week. 


‘HAWK’ INDICTED WITH WIFE. |

Harry Jackson, known in the under- 
world as the ‘‘Hawk,”’ and his wife yes- ! 


terday were-indicted by the New York 
County Grand Jury on the <harge of 
robbing Mrs. Howard Johnson, wife of 
a playwright, of $9.060 in diamond rings 
in a room at the- Hotel Alamac last 
Monday night. Mrs. Johnson alleged | 
that Jackson, his wife and a man named 
Victor knocked her unconscious, tied her 
throat and ankles with cord and stole 
three rings. Johnson admitted his part |! 
in the crime. His wife insisted she left 
the party an hour before. 

The two prisoners, remanded to the! 
Tombs, will be arraigned this morning 
in General Sessions before Judge George 
W. Olvany. At the same time, Jackson | 
will plead to an indictment found Thurs- 
day, charging that he, with two other 
men, raided the apartment of Mrs. Mil- 
dred Ford Monrve at 117 West Fifty- 
seventh, Street, stealing $260 after bind- 
ing and throwing Mrs. Monroe,_ her 
mother and her 7-year-old daughter into 
a closet. Jewelry valued at $40,000 was 
missed by the thieves. This charge is| 
denied by Jackson. | 

The Jacksons were in West Side Court | 
yesterday morning for examination be- 
fore Magistrate Joseph E. Corrigan on 
the charge by Mrs. Johnson, their ex- 
amination preceding the indittments in 
this case. i 
arraignment will supersede action taken 
yesterday by Magistrate Corrigan, who 
held them without bail for a further 
hearing next Monday. 

Alexander Kaminsky of 306 Broad- 
way, counsel for the prisoners, made a 
futile plea for bail. He said that Mrs. 
Jackson was on the point of a nervous | 
breakdown, He told the Court that she 
collapsed when taken to a police station 
for the night on Thursday evening and |} 
that an ambulance doctor from Beilevue | 
Hospital was callea to treat her. In 
denying bail, Magistrate Corrigan 
praised the work of the police, naming 
Detectives Conklin, Owens, Thomas Ho- 
ran and Clarence Daly. Mrs. Jackson 
said: 

‘They have taken my fingerprints, but 
they can send.from Maine to California 
and they will never find that I ever was 
arrested or in any other trouble before. 
They are trying to connect my husband 
with the murders of Dorothy King and | 
Louise Lawson. That is ridiculous. I} 
am going to stand by him whether I am | 
released or not. We can prove alibis 
as soon as we can think coherently. 
I have never been arrested before, | 
and this experience has taken all of the | 
fight out of me for the time being.”’ | 

Jackson was locked up last night in the 
West Fifty-fourth Street Prison and his 
wife in the West Thirtieth Street Police
